Countrey, fo his fubieRts, as if nature had tchemall forth for 
his fake onely. Ho'w much more cheecrefully are the contributions 
brought into the treaſury, where the money 1s by the aduice and fanh- 
fulnetle of many ſo diſpoſed of, that cuery private man may reckon 
himiclfe ro have ſill a nght and intereſt in it ; then where at the one 
picaſure ofthe Prince its lauiſhed out vpon his fauournes, and tholc 


often worthleſſe, with a liberaliry mprouident for himclte, and crucll 


tor the people? And how many more will make themſclues fit for the 
(cruice of the Commonwealth, will ſtrive to inrich their minds, apply 
themſelues tothe warresor leaming more ſenouſly? Finally, labour 
to render themſelues eſteemcd by their Countrunen, when they ſhall 
know,that the rewards of vertue are before them, and to bee obrained 
by thei ſuftrages ; that the principall honours of the R ike, lyc 0- 
pen to deſcruers; then when the ambitious (traunefle of one Houſe 
doth fo diftnibute them that 1carce cucr a« cording to mern, or the Of t= 
Mon of common tame, they fall ro the (hare of honeſt or mduſlrous

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in t1-uſclt ſo much hharpenes of wit, fo much courage, as may be 
kid withthe vnderitanding of fo many otthe Nobiliry,as in tree Ciri

Neither in this did 
hee any unury to Meleander, to whole vertucs, if other Kings were 
equall,he would belecue, that nothing vpon cazth were neerer to the 
Demc,then Kings; or more commodious tor mankind, then a Monare 
ly. Hun thus boldly talking, Nscopomrpar could no longer indure: he

cors were (o highly preferred; and beſides, cuery King would eftceme 
hunſclte to be gratcfull to the people ; and remembring that he 
was raiſed by them, would rherefore vie the power entruſted co ham 
with more modcration : where now as if we were borne {laues,if we 
obcy,we are notthe more reſpeted; if not, i is held a capiall crime. 
Fmally,whenthar deſtinies, as ny. C0 put a ſcorne ypon vs, 
doe place at the helmie of the Seate,exther.an Infant, a Childe,or a Man 
of a weake braine, what can be more miſerable then ſuch a Succeſſor ? 
Without doubx the ill diſpoſition of the people will not tarry till hee 
growesto yeeres; but while that ſimple and vicleſle age is deſpiſed, 
thole riſchietesare done tothe Seate, which the felicitie of many yeres 
can hardly repairc.

This (aid, while hee en;batrailes his 
Troopes; while with his countenance and his words he laboursto en- 
courage them: in the meane time he ſends out Scours, who ſhould 
brmg mare certainty of the enemies aduancing. They having paſt al- 
molt tothe Kugs Trenches, when they met with no enemy at all, re. 
turned rothe Campe,reportirg, that in the field there was no ſhew of 
Armes, but that from the aw heard the noyle of men,almolt 
ſuch,as it they had been celebrating the Feaſt of Bacchmwyandthat the 
Countrey round about did ring with the farfaras of Drummes and 
Trumpets.

ot this wooer, haſt beene ready to caſt thy gorge. For what hath he ſo 
long done with thee ? To this Selemiſſa began to anfwer more mildly, 
and farre belide what Argen expetted to heare, That ſhee did not 
know that hee was a manof1o much courrehe,and fo delightfull con- 
ueriatiou.

The danger (O King) which I wastold thy Maicſty was in, did 
then divert my minde from the admiration of thar which I now call ro 
memory, not without a feeling of religious reverence. Whar ifthat 
were the brightneſſe of Pallar in her rerurne to heauen, after ſhee had 
tecured thee?

And leſt with uilenefle they hou 
bee corrupted, It them with ſouldicrlike exerciſes bee keprin aQion, 
Now, before their Commanders, m throwing a Caſting-(t:fte or Dan 
for a prize : no,v made to march withtheir Ares, thatthey may nat 
be trouble at an expedition againſt the enemy, as R_— excefſme 
labour ypon them. Let there be no Captaine, noCoronell, no Officer 
amon \ baniqum of the Kings owne eleRion.

Nor did he 
belecuc thatthere would want others, the excellency ofthe Lady, and 
the inheritance of a Crowne would ſctone fire; exce that by confer» 
mg the telicue vpon onc, lic did fertle the delires of the reſt. Neither 
dalthe dead Selemfa and Theocrune ſo long concealed, a little _ 
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ki perplexed minde . Ac length he was fixedly refolued to beflo his © 


Daughter in marriage. That forthe quicting ſo that 
=_ remained,and the beſt. And Rayon Poor xCing 8 foi 

in law, but alſo Grand-children, with the fancied &hs he it ſelfe, his 
Greet deſire was made the more earneſt. But of whom he make 
cle&ion to ſuch a forrune ? Inthe neighbour Kingdomes there was nor 
any of Royall blood, whoſe age was fic for marriage. Is it then (faid' 
te) ot neceſſity, thatto perfeR theſe contratts, wee mult find out a 
Throne and a Scepter ? Asthough Kingdomes, not men and women, 
were coupled in marriage,and I ſhould lecke another Crowne for my 
Daughter,not a Husband. Rather our anceſtors haue moſt prudently 
prouided by a Law,that he or ſhe who reigned in Sicily, ſhould not by 
marriage adde to their Dominion a Kingdome mightier or nobler then 
their owne, leſt this their Countrey being forſaken by their Kings, 
ſhould be changed into the condition of a Province to the greater. Sis 
cily is init ſelfe tufhcient ro maincaine her Princes, nor ſhall I provide ill 
for my jif I giue her ſuch a Husband as ſhall bee indebted to 
her for all his felicity. Ic is the Thracians faſhion to buy their wiucs. 
Let there be Nobility, Wit,and Vertue wn her Bridegroome ; my Arges 
as ſhall bring him wealch enough, 

Theſe things he did the more eaſily perſwade himſclfe vnto, his af- 
feion ince inclining to this x Lone; that by this Marriage hee 
mighe behold his dearcit Archombrorns inthe eſtate of his Heire, Nei» 
ther did he belceue, that Argenss would be _ it ; butif ic ſhould 
be diſtaſtefull co her,by the authoritic of a Father,ſhe ſhould bee redu- 
ccd to her duty. Itreſted ro know his diſcene : For how-euer notable 
for his vertues,yet pon a man of meane parentage hee would not be- 
ſow his Daughter. Hauing ſufhciently contidercd all things; he went 
to Argenss her chamber, and berweene a King and a Father, that hee 
might the more cafily obraine what he deſired : 1 know (laid hee) my 
Childe,that Sicily doth nolefſe complaine of the ſlowncile of our de- 
liberations,then we of her turbulent diſpoſttion.

For the ret, ] hauc here Letters, which 
wich ul faithfulneſſe,and cxtreme diligence mult be delivered to Polr- 
archus. Doe thou make choilc of a trulty man,to whom we may com- 
mit them. But deliver them,it thou canſt,to ſuch aone, as whole fide. 
lity thou haſt made expericace of in things of conſcquence. Without 
pauſing vpon it, Arfdas; And I (ſaid hc) Madam know not any more 
taithfull then my ſelfe. Why doeſt thou ſo quickly giue mee my dif. 
charye, who hauc not indeed by the time of my leruice right to claime 
and 25 I thinke have not deſerved to be caſhe with diſgrace ? What- 
cucr it be which thou ſhalt pleaſe to command, I will Net- 


ther ſhall Poharchwe in what part of the world ſo-cuer hee bee now 
X 3 relident, 
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reſident be concealed trom my dih1gent ſcarch. 
Avrpenss well cheered with this promwile, enquired of him whar Pre. 
tence he would make for his putts, to Sea our of the Tland. There ig 
(replied Arjida') apart of ſraly, which they call Latium. Vponthe 
Coal 15 the Promontory of Antium, a Towne tamous for the Temple 
of Foreane, which is there worthipped wich much devotion. 1 will 
faigne,that 1 haue made a vow to the Godceſle ; this piety will be vn« 
luipected . Whenl amclecare ot Sicily, how many h&ons will ſcrue 
to colour a longer voyage ? Bulunelle,a curious diſpoſition, finally, o. 
ther religious Vowes. Onely command ne, and it thou canſt, wy 
me whither to dire my journey. It thou beeſt (ſaid Argems ) reſol- 
ued to doeme this fauour, Ido (my Arſida)wilh, that with thy beft 
diligence thou wilt make hafte. Thou ſhalt cicher fhnd Pefrarchmu in 
lis owne Countrey,or vpon his way comming hither. This day ſhak 
thou heare wore of me, then did Selemfſa in (o many yeeres. There is in 
Gall:a a Riner, hich they call Arar, that meetes with another, whoſe 
name is Rhodanus. The Countrey vpon the fides of both thoſe Rivers, js 
Poliarchns his Fathers Kingdome. His Parents now are poſleſt of it; 
thus cftate himſclfe,rhicir onely lonneis after themto inherit. See what 
his qualitic 1s, whomthou ſhalc by thy good (eruice oblicgeto thee. If 
therefore,as ] he be in his Countrey; feare not going our of thy 
way : the dumbe walles themſclues will dire thee to the Prince.One- 
ly "fl thou, which in thee T.ctrers 1 alſo vrge, periwade him,that with 
all (peed he — hunfelfe of his prone ; and returne not, refti 
oncly ypon his fuyglc valour,but ſeconded with the Forces of his King- 
dome.

He,when hee ſaw Arfda inthe habit of a Traveller going 
to the Temple, 1d thus gently ſpeak ro him: Whetherthou comet 
(range) co make petition, or that our Goddefſc haue delivercd thee 
rom thugs which thou did? feare, andrhon therefore brippe(t a mind 
fit to deſerue new fauours; enter, and preſent thy ſclfe a molt 
_ Deitic ; and cither with facrifices that are lawfull, or {if thou 
eſt ic berter) with incenſe render ifpropitionsto thee. Then Ar/idas: 
Becaule this habir (Father) denotes theero be the chiefe Prieit of this 
lace, before I make my ſupplicationsto the Goddefle for her fauour,

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as were preſent, did in their applauding, as ifrhey had beenthe mother 
and the ſonne , ioyne them together inthe ſane vowes to the Gods, 
There were diuers appointed at the ſhore to receive aud entertaine 
his Captaines and Souldiours. They were all by publike order quar- 
tered and lodged. The Moores with one yoyce afhirmed,that a forraine 
Nation,not tycd to Mauritania by any corretpondence, not requiring 
any wages, was cone to them , who with the hazzard of their owne 
bloud, would protect them being indangered. They therefore embra- 
ced them when they came ; and euery one for his owne fake wiſht 
well co his Guelt ; they alſo at their doores placed Wine and Gar- 
lands : So asthe Gaules wondered, not yet knowing what courrehie 
the Africanes ſought at their hands;that(irangers ſhould be any whete 
in the world better entreatcd then in their Gallza. Bur the Quecne de- 
ferring no longer, then while ſhee might bring Poharchns trom the 
Gate into the Court, did thus i{peake to him : Behold, this is not 
the firſt time (thou braueſt man.) that wee knew thee to be a King: 
When thou wertheercof late inthe habit of a private man , we ob- 
ſerued thy endowments, which no diflembling thy qualitie could con- 
ceale from thoſe,that with morethen ordmary diligence did fift and 
try chem. Thouthen indeede didft reftore to meemy fſelte, whenthe 
Thceues had almoſt carried. away my foule in the little Cabinet, Bur 
now to make goodthis my bounty, either by thine owne defigne, or 
thatofthe Gods, thou art heere arrived with forces. For Radirobanes 
the King of Sardinia is making an invaſion vpon me , who am ynpro- 
uided tor rehiſtance, and abuſcd by too {tilla peace. We looke cuery 
day for his Flecte heere to infelt our Coaſt. Nor was it poſſible. for 
me in ſo very little a timeto raiſe an Army.Iam a woman: and my Son 
is abſent. Doe thou receive me into thy protection, andlet it be a part 
of thy glory, that thou ſhalt not ſecme to deſpiſe a Queene, and her in- 
juriouſlyaſlayled. To thee Idoe yeeld the Soucrrigne qpmmand in 
all occations whatſocuer. Quely remaine heere for my guard a few 
dayes, that no man may ſpeake of Radwobancs: his madnefſe, wrhour 
remewbring thy yertue ; Whar haſte ſocuerthou makeſt, or whi- 
therſocucr,this wil yet be a lawful & all .wable cauſe of a ſhort delay, 
Not onely her MaicRty, bur her tadnefle allo, andalmoſt her teares 
did recommend her that ipake to this purpute. And Peliarchus was 


aſhamed tobe ſlowin grarrivg her requc ii, thar craued his helpe in 


her great extremity. But onthe other ſide, the vowes of his loue, ad 
that ,Jrgens; was butha fuppliant and votortunare, did remove thoſe 
incitements of 11is tendernefle : vorill full of admirationthat Raderobae 
ze; was fearcd by tc Africancs, whom he beleeued ro be (till in. Sici- 
ly, lie enquired m-whar. part of the world he then was. Whom when 
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he ynderſtood to be departed ou of Sicily , and cither at that time in 
Sardinia, or ypon his yoyage for Africa : hee ſhuddered with a moſt 
bicrer teare, left either hauing by force poſleſſed himſclfe of Argent, 
or receiued her delivered to him, he were returned intobis Countrey; 
Nor did he deferrethe.cnquiring after it : Hduc you (1aidbe) heard: 
any thing of his. being ſonne-in-law to the King of Staly Þ. Hdyaniſbe; 
who by eArchombrorus his Letters was certime that Argraz was vn- 
married, hauing wondered a lirtle what that might concerne to Pols= 
archus; denied that there was any {uch thing. Bur hee, not knowing 
who it was that had fo aſſed him, or by what nxeanes; and whote 
att it was that Radirobanes was driven ourof: Sicily; did: thinke there 
was then no.caufe, thatinſuch furioushafte he ſhould with his Army 
make for Sicily. But that it would bee thought by all menan extreme 
baſeneſle, ifhe ſhould forſake Hyaw/be, whe as it were betray herto 
her Enemy. Thathe ſhould dee bcrterto fend tome trufty man of his 
owne,who in the meanetime right comfort Hrgencs, and aduerniſe her 
ofthe buſineſſe, which as neceſſary ;Fortune had unpoſed vpori him. But 
if this warre ſhould not bee determined ata brune, but ſpun out unto 
length of time,thatthen he withthe Queenesleaue,ſertling a conueni= 
ent Guard for Mauritania, would: with partof his Forces Xepart our 
of Africa. Nor was Radirobanes bmſelfr the leaſtmotmie bf his ftay- 
ing in Africa; as an enemy allotted to bim by the Ne(tinies,and in cue. 
ry place oppoſed to him : for that' vnder colour of treeing' Hyamsbe, 
he ſhould take reuenge for all thoſe ſorrowes, with which he had vex- 
edeArgents. Hauing a white peyzed alltheſe things in his minde, hee 
anſwered the Queene in this marmer: Thar] haue with my Gilence held 
thee thus long in ſuſpence, doe not beleeue (Magame) that I did any 
thing doubtfully conſult with my felfe, whether thou wertor no to bee 
forſaken by me; that is, whether I ſhould be ſomewhat more wicked 
then Readwobanes. Bur the confideration.of this: Villaine; whom this 
is not the firſt time that I haue had cauſe ro'dereft, did motie me firſt :

brought me hithet ro thee, when 1 mcertaincly wandredoFgr whether 
I conhider thy {elfe (Madame) an Pay” 10 thy good will to me; I find 
my {clteoblieged in to much humbleneſle co thee, as it isnot fit for nee 
to deny thee any thing, Since therefore ſuchische eftace of thy affaires, 
I doe here ſer by] mite buwne ovcatioris. Wiethenatirhppleaſurethe 
Forces of my Kingdome'Ard be affured;that nyceldmoreſpett ro thee, 
I :-1]l not,giue any precedence to- thy 'fonne z-neither while I am a- 
live, ſhall adirobenes carry it free, that hce hath thas gone about to

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+ Thisxword was ſo ogfall heard by Hyericbe and her Lords, as the 
moſt ranne to the Houſe of their God, to giue him thankes with all 
kindes of Perfumes and Incenſe, tor the comming of Poltarchus. And 


' Hyanicbenot being againſt that deuotion of her people, did alſo draw 


Potextchus:ro the Temple. In the young man, his zcale and piety was 
made moreferuent by his perils at Sea '2, as he notynwillingly went 
to rhe place ſacred to the Deitie,adored by the Africancs. Hee there- 
fore aw and recommended his petitions of his loue to that heaucnly 
power : which whether rhou wouldſi take for [»no, or for Venus, was 
made in formeof a Maid ypona Lyons backe, whoſe eyes being lifted 
vp, his breſtand forcfeete were fo rayled,as he ſcemed to ſtrive to get 
inco Heauecn. The ancient Aſſyrians did 'worſhip the Celeltiall Venus, 
eldeſt of all the Ladies of Deſtiny.

Their Orizonsto the Deitie being ended, the reſt of the day was 
ſpent in the care forthe warre. Fifty ſayle of ſeueralt kinds of ſhips 
were in Poliarchu4 his company. In them were tranſported. aboue 
I2000.armed men:part of his Fleer being ſhaken with the ltorme, was 
brought vpongreuing places: the reſt conforted with the Galleys of 
Mauritania, was deuidedingo ſeuerall ſtations ro guard the Sea-coaſt, 
and the mouthes of the Riuers.Tjymber,Oares,& Cordage, with Sayles, 
were with all expedition made ready and broughtto them..Betweene 
the Sea and the City was a Foc choſen to incampe in: and the Moores 
being i@yned with the Gaules lodged withthem in the lame quarter'; 
being after;the- faſhion of their Countrey coucred withthe skinnes, of 
mighty wilde beaſts, and bending the hides of Elephants backes into. 
the forme of ſhields, and for that yſe. But Poliarchus was ſorry that 
they were but a few. For they were ſcarce three thouſand preſt ſouldi- 
ours. As for the Citizens,a multitude: vofic for the Campe,they were; 
in Armes kept within Lixa to detend the Walles and Rampyres. Nei- 
ther did Poliarchmus doubr, but that with the Forces he brought with, 
him,he ſhould be able co maſter Radirobanes. Bur if it mult bee tryed. 
by a warre,not by a batraile, whar ſhould he doe when he wasto goe 
for Sicily ? Should he þ9e alone,or .carry with him his Souldiers, who 
were almoſt all che forces that Hyanzbe had ? mew teouoeg with. 
thelethoughts,he reſolued to perſwade Hyanibe,that the ſhquld reig-. 
force her Army wick more troopes of her owne Nation ;. not.as out of. 
fcare of Radirobanes,or-Once mentioning his propor of departing : but 
as intending to transferre the watre into Sardinia,if perhapsthe enemy - 
beraking hunſclfe to more cautclous counſailes, ſhould hi his in» 
tended.

The next day whenthey conſulted concerning the war, Poljarchus 
perſwaded the Quicene, that ſhe ſhould impoſe vponall the Moores a 
contributzonto the charge, and the prouiſzon thereof : that bath ſhee 
night raiſe more Regimnients and Treopes of Horle,& al{a geher mexci- 
narics ofthe Numidiaas her neighbors. lt were(faid-Hyamwpe )the bett 
Foutle that could beraken; and which alſomy (elte haue jhougtn of 

| Bur 
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But what conueniency is there now of aſſembling rhe States of che 
whole Nation, whoſe authoritie muſt ofneceſſity concurre to the gran- 
ting of Subſidies ? Poliarchus was amazed, being bred in a frge Monar- 
chy. Did not thenthe Kingly Prerogatiue?Did not the hazzard of the 
State carry in them force ſufficient co compell the people to contribute, 
except themlelues by men of their owne election doe give their aſſent ? 
Shall then, forſooth, the ſinewes ofthe Empire that is the treaſury, bee 
in the power of the people ? Shall rney bee the moderators of attaizes 
of State,and with that one power beigg made their Ki195 King, gaue 
the Law to all deſignes,counfels; and forces of cheRing.lome ? Queſti- 
onlefle the true Lawes of Kingdomes did nor brooke it : neither 
did it agree with the title of an abfolure Monarchy. Then .1ec began to 
perſwade Hyamisbe;thatſhe ſhould labour to ſhake off thar yoke of a 
molt pernicious cuſtome, with which the Moores had curbed the Scep. 
ecrs tbeny. And that now was: the fitteſt time to make experience, 
whether the people would indure it, when being afeard gf an inuaſi- 
on, they would belecue, that with that payment which the Queene 
had commanded,they had purchaſed their ſafety. . Thou ſhalt ſeeme 
({aid he)norto ſtraine the Royall power to any innouarions : but vp- 
onan inſtant and preſſing danger,in arrextraordinary indeed, bur ane- 
ceſlary way,to require that mony from thy ſubiects. Which it ic take 
effe, will ſerue for a Preſident, thatin other dangers, withour askin 
the peoples conſent, the ſame terror of neceſſitie will ſerueto giue x, 
toa taxation. And that as to diſliked and lothed faſhions of things, by 
vie of ſecing them, we arc reconciled, ſo they by little and lirtleaccuſto= 
med to it, will be content thar buſines ofthis'nature ſhall depend folely 
ypon the Kings pleaſure, and thatcerrainely with infinite good of the 
people who often are abuſed with the ſhadow of liberty, © 
I know (replyed Hyamizbe) that it would bee a great aduantageto 
me and my fon,tf I could acquire to vs that power. But neither would 
ſuch a nouelty atany time be ſer afoot nv 08 people, without dan. 
ger: and asnovy leaſt ofall, whentheir mindes are a wk ſharpened a- 
ainſtthe eneiny,and that the forraine miſchiefe that threaters vs, isa 

ifficient euill, without the addition of ciuilldiſcontents.Truly I ſhould 
fightfor Razrrobanes ro better purpoſe, thenhimſelfe candoe with: all 
the Army which he hath rayſed. For I ſhould both mike the minids. of 
the Moores bee offended with mce, and reconciled to him. Beſides, I 
feare difpleaſingthe Gods,if I ſhould go aboutto breake the cuſtome, 
w hi-h-Iconfidemlybelecue to bee grounded vpon molt facredequity. 
What cuſfome (faid Poliarchus ? ) That (anſwered Flyamibe ) the 
King {hou!dimpole notribute vpon the people, without their aduice 
or aſſent. Wilt thou that I now lay by the perſon of a Queene, and 
| - peake 
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ſpeake what I haue often heard to this purpoſe, and what I have my 
fig thought of ir, that either thou mayſt be of my opinion, or free me 
otmy error ? I amcontent ({aid Poliarchss) and doe thoutake the pa- 
tronage of them yponthee, who neither can be ruined, bur by the licen- 
tiouſnes ofcheir owne power,nor pteſerued;but whenthey are bronohrt 
to the reuerence of obedience. And withall he fertled himſelte to/heare 
her in his yourthfull minde difpleaſed, that which hee fo firmely belee. 
ued, ſhould be oppoſed : neither did he belecue,that Fyamsbe ipake as 
ſhe thought, burchat ſhe was willing to veile the ſcorne of her limited 
authoritie, with the ſhew of equitie : as if ſhe ſhould eaſe her owne, be. 
ing reightened, with bringing other -Princes within compaſle of. the 
ſame condition,to which ſhe was reduced. 

Then ſhe : We know, Principalities wereat firlt founded,to the end 
that force which drew all things to the moſt powerfull, being remoued, 
all buſineſſe among men might bee gouerned according to the Lawes 
of Nature and realon. But what canſ{tthou imagine neerer to the Law 
of Nature,thenthateuery one ſhould inioy ſuch goods,as his induſtry 
hath purchaſed ? Or what more agrecable to ciuill reaſon, then that 
we {ſhould vnderſtand what we are poſſeſt of, which isour owne,what 
another mans ? But both theſe are quite extmgunrſhed, if what our ſub. 
ies by their diligence hauc gotten, wechallenge ar our pleature,as due 
toour Exchequer: and make them ignorant of their priuate wealth, 
how much the.Law willcal} the Kints ; how much their owne. For 
how ſhould they know it,whenneither their owne, northe iudgement 
ofthe Law doth define it, bur onely the will ofthe Prince ; and when 
the tribute once payd, _ cannot freely ioy in the remainder,which 
may alſo by other edictsof the Kings bee in like ſort diminiſhed ?_ The 
miſchiefes that ſpring from an intermingled or doubtfull inheritance, if 
thou haſtnot obſerued;doe but behold the Courtsof Tultice (warming 
with contentions. Fhis enter-commanage; this contulion't not friends, 
not brothers, doe long with quiet indure. Finallys everi wiues them. 
ſelues defire to know of the eſtate ; what part ſhall be their Husbands, 
what they may by a iuſt title tall cheir owne; who then canexpeR a 
continued peace in the Common-wealth, if what the King takes from 
the ſubic&t, he makes his owne: and what he leaues, holdsſill in com- 
mon with them? + ©. > \ 

But when there are certaine bounds ſer downe for giving and recei- 
uing on both fides: that equity preſcribed by nature doth marke out 
to cuery family. their limits, rights,and duties. The hope then of plea- 
{ing and obtaining ſomething reciprocally,doth beget a mutual reſpeR 
berwceene the Kirigandthe people. For the people,that the King, may 
not cncline to yiethe Sword committedto him, with all ſeuetity and ri- 
oor : 
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gor : that inconliderately he make not peace or declarea warre: that 
he may not be mouedto beſtow the great Offices of State ypon igno.- 
rant or worthleſſe men, will willingly out of their owne,fill the Kin 
Exchequor. Theſe will be the Preſents which they will make to the 
vertues of their Princes ; and withall both teſtific their thankeful. 
neſſe for fauours paſt, and ſceke to deſerue others in time to come. 
The King enterchangeably wil lnot ſuffer his people to be wronged by 
cruell or forraine cultomes : from whom, ifthey be hardly dealt with=- 
all, he ſhall obraine no grant of tupply in his occaſions. Theſe are the 
| ſacred reynes,which holding in borhthe Prince and the people, doe of 
| each fide reſiraine the power, that otherwiſe would grow too ranke, 
il from pride and iniuries. Burt (forſooth) there muſt be money for the 
Kings continuall daily expences,and ftrangers doe iudge of the (trengrh 
and plenty ot the Kingdome, according to the magnificence of the King, . 
What ſhall become (thou wilt aske ) of the Garriſons : what of the 
Nauics? Hardly is a deeper Scato be found to ſwallow vp the wealth 
that is throwne into it. Truely experience ſheweth thele things for 
true. But I doe not belecue thar any Kingsare by the people confined 
within ſuch raights,thatthey want meanes for theſe neceflary dueties, 
and the State of the Kingdome. They haue Lands of ihericance, and 
ſo great as if they be carefully looked to , will abundantly ſupport 
| their dignity. Many cuſtomary rights alſo intheir Ports rented to the 
Farmors ata great rate.Befides theſe, there are many dueries paid them, 
| and in ſeuerall Nations divers wayes raiſed. This Treaſury,this reuenue 
will ſuffice for the maintenance of the Kings honour, if he will reigne 
alonc, and not make thoſe prodigallmindes,whom either foolithly or 
baſely he afteRts, almoſt ſharers with himvin his Crowne. Bur when a 
odketha well of wafting as of getting, hath poſleſt him:neither his 
ordinary andiuſt reuenue , nor yet any wringing tributes will ſerue to- 
fillſo vaſte a gulfe. Letthe people yechd to allhis commands ; letthem 
bring the fruite of all their labours and induftry into the treaſury ; yer 
fall chat Prince (as we talke to children.of the hunger of Eriþdthos ) 
be alwayesempty, and hisdeſires bent to that which is to come, be e- 
uer in neceſſity: So much alfo the more lauiſh, for that hee ſhall be. 
leeue, that his exhauſted Treaſury will with much: eafineſle recouer 
new bloud. Canftthouthen wonder that the people doe forbeare an 
obſcquioulneſle of no vie to them; and' refuſe a few Noble men that 
are abour the King, the money which they haue prouided for them- 
{:lues and cheir children; which yer they will freely giue the King, 
when not the diſtempered humors of a prodigall minde, but the ne- - 
cellary affaircs of their Countrey {hall require them? 
Lheare beſides,that in thoſe Nations which doc moſt quietly endure 
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theſe raxations, that the Kings are leſſe enriched by ſuch their + obedi. | 


ence than is ſuppolcd. For that their Crowne-Lands, and whatſoever 
they poſleſle as their priuate inheritance, is by this way and the confi. 


dence of being ſupplied out of the peoples purſes, by little and little 


oucthrowne. Their patrunony firſt begins as narrow anditroubleſome, 
or atleaſt as drawing them neere to the condition of priuate men, to be 
neglected : then to be beſtowed among Fauorites to be morgaged, 
and cither with a true or a fayned fale, to be vrrerly bereft them. So 
doe Kings omit the iuſte(t way of liuing vpon their owne reucnue, and 
frame themiſclues another,next of kin to rapine; and notwithſtanding 
their eſtate being not lo much bettered as altezed , as if they had con- 
quered,they inſult. Finally, what difference wile thou make berweene 
iuſt Monarchies andthe ſharpeſt tyrannies, if in cither of them the ſub. 
iect be owner of that hee hath but at pleaſure? When ſometime all 
the goods of wretched men together with their houſhold Gods, being 
torne out of their emptied houſes, ſhall be in open maxker to bee 
fold vnder the ſpeare by the Cryer? Neither doe ] make the matter 
ſceme worſe with the mention of an imagined ſhow of oppreſhon, if 
they haue told truth, that have beenein Countryes in that fort ſubjeR 
totheir Kings. For that which is paid by the pole, how eaſie is it to 
the rich 2 Bur fo doth it oftentimes ftrayne the Labourers and the 
poorer {art of Countreymen, as itkeauesthern neither vittailesto eace, 
nor a bed,ypon which, being afflicted, they might yet reftthemſclues, 
What from a viftorigus enemy could they expect more birter?- - 
This tart expreſſion of the Countrymans miuries mooued Poliar- 
chus. Hee therefore interrupting Hyamzbes diſcourſe, thus began : 1 
would, Madame,thas they who haue been,as thouafhrmelt the repor- 
ters of theſe wringing tributes, had nor with a fuccintmalignitie dehiue- 
zed to thee rhe Puſpelle n ſuch an obſcure manner , but had openly 
and freely acquainxcd thee with the whole carriage of theſe hires 
which would hawe as well cheared the Kings, as this cuſtome i {clfe of 
impoſing of taxes.For ncuer did Kings intend, that ſuch crueltics as thou 
ſpeakeſt of, ſhould bee committed. But if perhaps the Tudges and the 
Freakurers doe ſometime ouer- ſharply frame thoſe that are to-pay : or 
the Aſſeſſors, who ſet down mans rate,be ynequall to ſome par- 
ticular perſon: mult wetherefore be 1o bitterly incenſed againſt both 
the Kings and Tributes alſo ? And muſt the fnewes of the Common- 
wealth, which are compoſed of fuch kinds of reuenue be cut in ſunder? 
For beir fo.Grant that the Aſſeſſors are faulry, nn not making anequall 
diſtributionofthe burden to euery one accordingto his abilitie: Adde 
thereunto, that in taking, dilrefles, the Officers are beyond meaſure 
auell: And if thoy pleaſe, let, the Kings allo be to blame, vnder whom 
| thele 
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theſe cultomes are growne to fterne. Yet viillnotall this make the pre- 
rogatiue of Kings any thing the more yniult : che right, Imeane,of im- 
poling Tributes, concerning which wee diſpute. Except perhaps all 
chings,lawes and rights are not iuſt, but when we vſe chem iuftly : and 
that they change their nature,according to their vertues or vices, into 
whoſe hands they are committed. Whatit the people i ſelfe do grant 
thee a Sublidic > There is nothing (fayſtthou) morelawtull. Burt if in 
colleQing it,asit often talles out, ſome ofthe ſubiects be dealt with ya- 
iuſtly, or hardly, doth it ypon ſuch an iniury ceaſe to bee lawfull, 
which was granted by the confentof the people? There is no King who 
hath not power of declaring Warre, or making Peace ablolutely in 
himſelfe and at his owne ditcretion. Bur if he ſhall inconſiderately vſc 
that liberty,and rayſe or prouoke an enemy vnſeaſonably, how much 
more preiudiciallto the people will that be,then any greedinefle of tri- 
butes can poſſibly be? Neither yet wilt thou, Madame,deny this power 
of arming to beemoſt iuſt : becauſe as ſometimes it happens, wee may 
vaiuſtly abuſe the ſame. So as frotn thence thou mayſ ſee, that the equi- 
ty ofthe Lawes themſelues is not to be weighed according to the iudge- 
ment,or the corruption of the miniſters thereof. | 

Thou fayd(t,that Princes would endeuour with their modeſty, and 
other good offices, to procure,that as areward of their vertues,the peo- 
oy ſhould willingly ofter them Tributes. But thou knoweſt not what 

inde of Kings are molt eſteemed by the people:- how often they diſ- 
like the right wayes of gouernment,andis pleaſed to bee abuſed with 
falſe vertues, or ſpecious vices; that in fine, they may diuerr all their 
Princes thoughts trom the common good. Nay,the multitude muſt be 
flattered,and aftaires of State managed according to their pleaſure, 
that they may appoint a reward totheir Prince for hisfailing of his du- 
ty. The reyne that ſhould reſtraine them, they will buy offat a price: 
3t a pricethey will grow wanton and be ruined. The condition ofh man-= 
kindi is very vohappy,if Kings apply themfclues ro pleaſe nor the beſt, 
butthe greateſt number. | 
| Menthinke waters the more wholeſome,if you do continually draw 
of them out of the wells; which if they benort vied,are as with the dull 
idleneſſe putrified. The minds and faculties of the yuloar ſort, are not 
much'ynlike to water in their A a continuance of labour they 
grow freſh and liuely, hating flothfulnefle. Idlenefle corruptsthem. 
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And wile thouthen deny thoſe Goades to be moſt profitable, which do 
ſpurre them on to diligence,ofall vertues the moſt fruitfull, and will nor 
ſufter them to drowze with a dull of negligence? But'there are none 
more ſharpe tothat purpoſe, hen this providing for payments to the 
King, For if in loue with lazinefle they had rathet line bafely,and neg: 
| lec 
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le&cuen the necefſary duties to their owne bodies, then with labour 
to grow rich: it ſhall not therefore bee free for them to piuc them. 
ſelues ouer to idlenefſe : bur though they care nor for themſclues, 
they muſt yet worke for the King, or rather for their Countrey, to 
prouide the payment, which will certainely bec exatcd ofthe idle, 
a{well as the vnwilling. So being compelled to worke forthe pro. 
fir of another, they are by cuſtome rouge to labour for themſclues. 
And within a while the wo vic of labour and induſtry will bee 
more powerfull withthem, then cither the regard of the Kings pro- 
fic oz their owne. From hence will grow cunning in ManufaQures : 
from hence a braue ableneſſe both of minds and bodies : and in ſuds 
an equall continui of them all, a plenty in the Kingdome not de- 
licate and riotous, but manly and firong, And by the ſame meanes 
the rude and ynpoliſhr Plebeians, ſcarrered in the Countrey in their 
Paſtures,or following the Plough, being tamed with labour,and the 
ſenſe of their owne condition, will bee put inminde, that they were 
borne to obey, not to command. Who, where theſe tributes which 


would NN! awake induſtry, are not in the power of the Prin- 
ces, are often furious, and not eaſily governed by the Magiſtrate, 
cither fooliſhly or dangerouſly grow inſolent. For thoſe wits, if 
thou doe not furniſh them with vertues, doe readily entertaine vices, 
asa field yntilled, which being fertile, if thou be afraidco lay thy Corne 


init, of ir1cife will bee our of heart , wich bringing forth vnprofitable 
weedes. | 

Yer ſuppoſe thereare Lawes for the puniſhing ofnegligence and idle. 
nefſe, and thatche people oftheir owne diſpoſition are forward enough 
to labour. Lect vs alſo grant, that the people is not without iudge- 
ment,and that the Prince requiring aiuſt and reaſonable aſſiſtance they 
willtrecly bringrheir money into the common Treaſury, But what 
ifchoſc bufineſles be on foot,that muſt both be ſuddeuly diſpatcht,and 
cannot be ſo,but at the common charge 2 While the people are ſum- 
moned,while their deputies are comming together,ſome moneths arc 
ſpent,nor will affaires tarry for this orderly proceeding ; fo during theſe 
xs ages" the aduantage of lome opportunitie is loſt,or a miſchicte 
is growne vpon them, which a preſent prouifion would hauc preuen- 
red. Why ſhoulde(tthou not ( Madame)by the preſcnteſtate of chings 
be brought freely to acknowledge, how iuſtly ] complaine of this cu- 
ſome? A forraine Enemy is at hand : and warre is not lefſe made with 
Gold,then with the Sword. Yettor that the Enciny will ooucr bee 
here, then thou canſt aſſemble thy people for their conſent, che ſup- 


ply from the Commons will bce wanting, with which thou ſhoul- 
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deſt pay thy owne Army, and hire Mercenaries from thy Neigh- 

bours. : 

But not ſudden occaſions alone Coe offer themſelues to Kings, bur 
oftentimes ſecret ones ;z which itimports much,that they bee not dil- 
cloſed 3 and notwithſtanding in this way of ray{1g money can hard- 
ly be concealed. Wouldſtthou make an attempt vpon thy vnprepared 
Enemy or recouer,when he expects irnot, what in times paſt hee hath 
forced from thee ? It isnecetſary that neither he,nor any ofthy Neigh- 
bours know at allof thy purpoſe. For this intent th.crefore, while thou 
requireſt a neceſſary prouilion from thy people, and calle(t an afſen- 
bly to counſaile ſhalt thou nor divulge the ſecret purpotes of thy mind? 
and withallpowre out as it were the {oule of thy indeauours into the 
winde ? Bur it (as jt ought to be)thou keepett the deligne ſecretto thy 
ſelfe, what reaſon wilt thou giue to the people. torthy demand ofa wi. 

' bure > What if they be ſlacke for thy vrging him? Or beſides, doeſt 
thou beleeue,thar the icalous nations about thee,or thoſe who it con- 
cernes that thoureſt quier, will be cull, ornot curious in-obſeruing thy 
motions 2 Whom howlocuer thou mighteſt haue decejued with an or- 
dinary power of impoſing of tribute, which ſhouldnot have been pub- 
likely obſerued and talked of: yetthis frequency ofthe afſembly,wchich 
is gathered out of all the Prouinces, and cannot be ynkrowne, will ſtirre 
vp inthem ſuſpicions,and care ofrhemſelues. 

But if (which often happens) the King and the SubieRs doc nor 
agree, ifeither out of contempt or hate they haue a minde to hurt him, 
and ſcorne his deuices,though neucr ſo good, whatthen wilt becomeof 
the State 2 As ſome vnskiltull men,who while they ayme at their ene- 
my,with their ill-gouerned weapon doe pierce their owne boſomes : 

.ſothe people doe in their owne and their Countreysthroares, lticke the 
© wounds interided to their diftaſted Kmg, in refuling himthe ſupplies 
which the times-andinecefity of State doc require. 
 Finally,the power of Kings(which euen they who haue no deſire to 
liue ynder them, doe confefleto bee the beſt and perteteſt manner of 
2ouernement) why doe we eſteeme it weaker,then that whichin other 
places the Arittocraty doth holi?For certainely in thoſe Nations which 
are goucrned by a Senate, the people yiesnot to be conſulted with, or 
intreated, that they will be pleaſed and enat,that the Commonwezlth 
bee affiited with their mcancs, The Fathers alone doe decree,make it a 
Law,command ir,and haue no will thatthe people ſhould haue a taſte 
ofto higha power : which it we iudge rigiuly,is almoſt the ſumme of 
the weight of Starc-affaires. But why ſhould char be their right, and 
10t as wellbelong to Kings ?. For if the power of making Lawes be no 
letlc 
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lefle the Kings right, then in Republikes it is the due of the Senate : if - 
they haue as dilated a power of lite and death : if they haue an equal! 
authoritie of proclaiming warre, and making Peace (which among? 
men are counted things of oreareſ(t importance) why onely in this one 
point of impoſing tribure, ſhould their authority be vnequall > Wha 
Law ? what people hath fo determined 7 where began the difference: 
or why ſhould Kings acknowledge the ſuperiority ot the people, which 
the Senators doe tread ynder their feete ? 

But ncuertheleſle, Princes cither greedy or prodigall,may wrong the 

ople. Ic is true, and that they may alſo doe in other things alſo, 
which neuerthelefſe we doe not deny to be their right. Where is thar 
cleare and innocent ſword, with which the ra(hnes of him that weares 
it,may not giucean yndeſerued wound ? But they may impoueriſh the 
Countrey,by ſcraping together Gold oneuery ſide. This (if it do hap. 
pen) is a ſhorr, and no frequent iniury. When onely Kings can defire 
ro heape vp intheir Treaſury yſclefle maſles of wealth, and that vice is 
ſo little of kin to the Genius of Princes, that thou ſhalt ſcarce finde 
two ſucceſſuely togetherinteFed with it, yet enen vader them which 
are unmoderate both intheir getting and ſpendingzalchough with their 
vniult humours chey hurc many : this isat leaſt the caſe of thoſe com- 
mon iniuries, that as the Ocean doth reſtore backe to the carth in 
Miſts and ſhowres,the water which it had recciued from ic : 4o they, 
by the Noblemen whom they tauour,doe returne to the people what- 
ſocuer they had drawne from them. And alrhough it concernes the 

ublike quiet, that the Prince with immoderate taxes doe not weaken 

the fidelity offs ſubieRs; yet if thou call vp the reckoning,thou ſhalr 
more ſeldome finde thoſe people, among whomthe pleaſure ofthe King 
is ſufficient for the impoſing of tributes,to haue been ter on hire with c1- 
uill broyles, then thoſe which had nor fitted thetmiclues to that pati- 
ence. So aspftener isthe farred plight ofthe multitude, and a certaine 
ſhaddow of roo much liberty,an enemy tothe publike quier, then the 
moderate ſeuerity of in ſome ſort hard Princes. 

Hyaniſve was aſhamed to contcile , that thee had fo ſuddz-nly 
changed her opinion. For Polarchus had with no great Githcultie 
perſwaded her, that Right did belong to Kings. Therefore in 2 nul- 
der phraſe, and ſlightly refelling what ſhee had heard, by degrees 
ſhce came to agrec with him : and Potsarchus aduiling it preteniiy, 
went about in acloſe manner the procuring to her ſelte chat pouver. 
She commanded the chiefe Magiſtrates of her Lixa to bec lent tor, 
and briefly recounting to them the danger of the Warre that hung 


ouer her, required that they ſhould pretently rayſe her among che Ci-

tizens,a hundred ofthe greater Talents. Immediately they obeyed, be. 
ing by the view of the danger made forward enough to all obſequi. 
ouſneſſc;and it was witha moſt happy celerity, that the money bein 
brought in within two dayes, fo faire a Preſident drew allo other 
Townes to the fame carefulneſle of their duty. 

The cauſe alſo of their bounty, and their preſenting her, was dou- 
bled by the Birth-day of Hyamfve, which fell out happily at the 
ſanc tine. That day, norwithſtanding theſe important occaſions, 
was celcbrated with all the remiſneflſe that we vſe in the moſt peace- 
full quicc. They fell ro banquet both in the Citic andthe Campe, 
crowning both themſclues and their Cuppes with Garlands : fo thar 
rowards night, Ge/anorws, who was left with the command of the 
quarter, certified Pofarchm, that their ryot was not to bee reſtrai« 
ned. Hee preſently made haſte to the Trenches , well knowing, 
that in-the Warre there ought to bce no time giuen to Forrune, 
in which ſhec out of her tancying , vnexpected accidents might 
r1:ine the improuident, and ſuch as deferued it. But the moſt part 
of them whom the Wine had maſtered, {leepe had ſeized on. They 
lay among their pots, or vafit to recceiue any commands, were fing- 
ing. Nor were onely. the Moores in this diſorder, but with them 
the common ſort of the Gaules. Poliarchus did with all earneft- 
nefle reconunend to Gelanorus and the reſt that were not beſides 
themſclues, the care of the Campe, the Watch, and this Troope of 
drunken men. And as hee was of an exceeding pleaſant diſpoſi- 
tion , When hee returned into the Citie , hee merrily read theſe 
Verſes, with which one of his Druides did thus abuſe theſe Drun- 
kards. 
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Behold, with frollicke ftirre comes Bacchus here, 
Behold the god; plad Furies doe him beave, : 
Ins Uine-deckt Chariot high ; which Tygers ftrong 
Draw,arm'd with ſhoiles of all the Eaſt along, 

Let Trumpets ſound, each forchead Iny weave, 

And Drums diſturbe the quiet night with feare, 
Hee's come ; to powerfull Bacchus each thing ſhakes : 
Houſes to reele,and fearefull Poſts he makes. 

Here drunken Monſters, onder th' painted Skee, 
Danc'd, crown'd with Inte; and that Deitte, 

That gaze Mineus Daughters wings te flir. 

The Fields, when Bacchus three yeeres night forth drines, 
The Tyrian Dirz, or mad Thracian Wines 
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Fame not more noiſe; the god, in drinkesnnok't, 
Foame: ; and the weakeſt are to fight prouok'r, 

But here no blood, no fate does Bacchus bring, 
Le Pentheus, or the ſelfe-maim'd Thracian King : 
But ſleepe- pronoling Poppy and ſoft paces, 
Perchance,newbolanes their old feare ayplaces, 
Or banifht cares wonder themſelues ſubdu'd, 

Sce whole Troopes falne, bat in noblood embrwu'd : 
They breathe their Conqueronr ont ; feareleſſe of ill 
Fortunes owne Troupe : O Bacchus, friendly till 
To wretched men\ O madneſſe fullof gaine | 

But ſport and gone,when-e're we wake agamne. 


But neither did lefſe iollity poſſeſſe the Mariners and Souldiers in the 
whole Fleete, nor werethey behind their tellowes in drowzines; to as 
hardly afterward with their owne danger,and almoft with wounds 
could they bee awaked. For Radirobanes comming the {ame night, 
did without halting thruſt his Ships into the Riuer, which was capea- 
ble of them,and brauely breaking thoſe few that were vpon the guard, 
did preſently winre the whole Shore and the Banke. The Souldiours 
that were to haue guarded them, quitting their Ships, fled rothe 
Campe,or out of their wits with feare, ranne tothe Ports of the Ci- 
tic, which then were ſhut againſt them, a{well as their evemies.Some of 
the put to Sea with their Galleys chat way, that being free from noyſe, 
ſhewed them no enemy was thereabouts. Radirobaneshauing pre- 
ſently landed a great part of his Forces, ſuppoſing the City would 
neucr bee able to recouer that feare, deuided his Souldiours : ſome to 
makea ſtand at the Sea-f{ide z others with Ladders to attempt the ſca- 
ling the Walles. But the Gaules and the Africanes which were at 
Land, had neither the {ame fcare, nor the ſame fortune thatthe Sea- 
men had. Gelanores hearing the Alarme, commanded they ſhould 
bee waked, that here and there lay ſleeping. To many of them their 
fleepe had reſtored their ſenſes : in others the danger wrought the 
{lamecttect. Hee hauing diſpoled guards about the Trenches, and gi- 
ucn the charge of them to THicepſa, (to was hee called that com- 
mancedthe Moores) with part of his owne made head 2gainſt the 
Eneniy, who as with an entire yictory was gro'ving {ccure. Radzro- 
b.nes, when hee vnderitood that there yet were tome that would de- 
tend their owne; well-knowing that the dilacuantages of the ground 
were by thole which were not acquamted with them, and arriued 
there late in the night, to bee feared, founded a retreate; ſuppoltng 
hce kad tor that tizne done lufhicjently, that hauing the better at Sea,

he was able atthe firſt brunt to lodge himlclfe vypon the Shore. Hee 
alſo promiſed himſelfe an eafie victory the next day, becing ipno- 
rant that hee had to encounter with Peliarchws and his Troopes of 
Gaules. Gelanorus on the other fide ſatisfied , that hee had barred 
the Enemie from artempring either the Campe , or the Citie , did 
not giue ypon their quarter : but thought it fit to forbeare to fight 
by night , eſpecially in abſence of the King, and without his dire- 
CtiON. 

But Polarchus by breake of day,madded with the difhonour of that 
overthrow by night,called his owne men and the Moores together to 
an aſſ-mbly. There complaining thar a foule offence againlt the diſ- 
cipline of warre,had becn committed by them, which had the guard 
at Sea: he commanded as many of the Gaules as had fled from the 
Shippes,to bee diſarmed ; and caſting them by chance into order, to 
make ſatisfaRtion for it with eucry tenth mans death. The fame (c- 
ueritie did the Queene alſo determine ro ſhew to the Moores. Burt 
whenthey which were drawne out, were led to execution, ſhee in- 
rreated for the Gaules, hce for the Moores. So with a lighter diſ- 
grace, and vſually inflicted vpon offending Souldiours _ It Was not 
conuenient ſuch a crime ſhould ſcape alrogether free) from ſome of 
their armes a quantitie of blood was drawne ; others commanded 
halfe naked to cut a Trench ; the reſt to Rand in the ſame manner for 
a ſpectacle to the Townefmen in the Market place. And though the 
time did neede Souldiours, yet were they left for that day tothe ſhame 
of it, thatthe feare of wen} wade might {ct an edge vpon the reſt of 
the Army. - 

And ca Poliarchws hinſelfe gliſtering in a Scarlet Caffock, moun- 
xed ypon a Numidian Horſe, and bare-headed paſſing to and fro 
among them; did with reuerence to him, and hope of victory, fill all 
the rankes. Leauingtherfore ſome to guardthe Courr, ſome the Walls, 
and ſome the Gates ; he with the reſt went into the Campe: the Soul. 
diours now by commandtrom Gelanorw becing euery where draw« 
ing into battalia. For both the light-armed men on both ſides had 
begun as the exordixm to the battaile , to taſte one another with 
light skirmiſhes; and Redirobanes did put his whole Army in order 
to fight: being much more troubled both in his minde and coun- 
renance, after hee had heard by ſome priſoners, that one of the 
Kings of Gallia was there, and called Poharcim, For he would bee 
knowne by no other name then that, with which he had among forrei- 
ners,made himſclfe ſo famous ina more humble fortune. Preſently ie 
came into Redsrobaner his minde, thatthe young man, of whom Ar- 
gens being enamoured, had ſcorned his allyance, was fo tearmed, Bur 

whether 
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whether this were the ſame or no, hee did, and not without reaſon 
doubt; boch becauſe duuersmen might carry one and the ſame name, 
and that Sclexsſſa had not at any time made mention of him as a King. 
Yet if he were indeede a King, how came he at that timeto bee in A. 
fricke > What God had matched this paire of Riualstotrie their for. 
tunes ? Or what conceice was this ofdiſcords, that the ſame 
man ſhouldby prepoſſeſſing Argens her mind,ouerthrow his hopes in 
Sicily ; and now alſo as by appointment come to croſle his delignes in 
Mauritania ? 
But the batraile now ready to begin, did turne the intermicted pro- 
ceſſe offo many thoughts into anger. There was a conuenient Plaine 
berweene the where Redirobares was incamped, and Poliar- 
chws his Trenches. This being reſolued on for the place where they 
ſhould fight, did on euery fide glitter with Armes and Enfignes. Each 
King led the right wing of his owne Army. The left ofthe Sardinians 
was gouerned py Vartiganes: and PoliaFchus would do that honour to 
the Moores;that old icipſa, a man of high efteeme in that Nation, 
ſhould haue the command of his left wing. Neuertheleſle,he joyned 
with him Geleworus, that he with the abilities of his Youth mighe ſup- 
ply that, which age in Aficip/a had abated. It was obſerued as an cu1- 
dence moſt apparant of their confidence of getting the victory, that a- 
mong the Gaules and Moores, very few, it any at all, did as they ſtood 
in their order,make their Willes. So firmely did they hope, not onely 
to bee conquerours, bur alſo to liue and cnioy their victory. When 
the Trumpets ſounded, the fight began berweene the Archers. Bur 
with more heate then the Generals commanded, they marchedapace 
ouer the field between them. So left they no ſpace atall tor the yon om 
and the Slingers. Scarſely was there roome forthoſe in the phalange to 
vie their Pikes,hardly could the Troopes of Horſe wheele about. All 
of them being thus ſpurred on by their firſt ardency,there yer was none 
among themthatcould match either the abilities, or the courage of 
Poliarchus : Alchough Radirobaxes allo beeing with his emulation 
made terrible, did fight in a manner worthy ot memory : and many 
others like the Souldiours of ſuch Captaines were commended, either 
for dying branely, or as braucly killing their enemies. Many guiltleſſe 
perſons paid for the madneſle of others; and which is the molt wofull 
{he warres, they found before them thoſe that they muſt de- 


crume 0 
rive of their liues; not for any offence or hate, but becauſe Fortune in 


the ranking them, had there placed them. 
And vow much blood was ſhed, when the Fates (till haſtening on 
the deaths of many more, it ſeemed the Gods determined to hinder 


them. For ſo blacke cloudsobſcured the day, that many, as ata night 
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come on before the due time,uvere (irucken with horror. Then did the 
rattling of Thunder ,and-the threatnivg of Ligatring-flaſhings amongſt 
them,rurne the fury of them, which was madlyruſhing to the-defiructi- 
on of others,into fearc and deuotion. But themas yet intangled toge- 
ther,and not reſolued to obey the Gods; the Elephants did abſolutely 
part," hom Hyamsbe had commanded with theit Frontlersand Creſts, 
and their Towers vpontneir backs to be aduanced into the Battaile.The 
moſt of them being latcly taken at hunting and not yet throughly tray- 
ned, had not forgotten their liberty and natiue fierceneſle, A kinde of 
beaſts chat as yet Europe had not been acquainted withall. A vaſt and 
misſ{hapen creature,with almoſtal hismembers confuledly cr together 
ro make vp one urmpe:- his Head ſunke into his ſhoulders, and not 
much difterent from a Globe ; except where his Trunke hangs downe 
to the ground; nran oughy taſhion deſcending from his nolthrils; and, 
bur for the colour, like a long and bigge {wolne Snake; fo knit together 
with circles of ſmewes, that it may be contracted andler ourlonger,and 
may alſo be bentany way,and ſerue in ſtead ofa hand. His broad tares 
alto couer both his Temples. His little round eyes lye'ynder his ouer- 
hanging brows, ſcarce to be ſcene, Their Tuory Teeth,for which they are 
molt clicemed, appeare a great way out of their mouthes, almoſt like 
the Augures affe, but that towardthe point it is ſomewhatcrooked. 
This proportiondid notonely amaze the Sardinians,againft whom 
they were bent : but the Gaules alſo did, not without ſome teare,be- 
hold thoſe their owne Auxiliaries. But after the'Heauens with ſudden 
darkenefle began to lookefearefully the Elephants which are as prone 
to feare asanger,and aſtoniſhed with the vnuſualnoiſe that brake from 
the Clouds, became moretroubleſome to their gouernours,whena ter- 
rible flaſh of Lightening,almoſt dafhing in the eyes of the ſtrongeſt of 
them,wholed the reſt,did ſo diforder him,thathe was ſuddenly inraged; 
and forgetting what had bin taught him, violently fell a running, as his 
paſſion comics him. The reftallo hauing thrownedowrne their rulers, 
breakout andfoliow him. Immediatly their rage being growne higher, 
and hauingnonetocommand them, they now no longerappeared of 
one party,but ſeemed enemicsto all they met : and madced with their 
rape, ran thorow the Armies amidlt the weapons andthe tumult : and 
becauſe they could finde no paſſage rhorow fo many.{quadrons, as if 
they had been ſnared inthe toyles, they (iroue to free themtolues, Ma- 
ay of the Gaules opened thcir rankes to ſhunne them: Nor wasthe: 
ſouldioury of the Sardinians more conſtant , eſpecially when thoſe: 
which metthem,lay troden to death by the enraged beaits, and others 
being wound about the bodies wich the:r trunkes, were throwne vp 
high into the Ayre. The valtneſle of their inaffe; the {lrangerefle of 
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were then firit of all created, ro breake off the bareell. To many the 
ſehr ofthe bealts was caule ſufficient to make them rurraway. Thoſe 
that were farther off, the teare of their fellowes cd turne franticke The 
Horſes, extremely aftrighted, and not enduring the tincll of they}; to 
which they had not beene accuſtomed ; did carry their Malters, forthe 
moſ? part chafing at it, into places, cither for the Cliffes or by the ene= 
wy, 7 1 there full of danger. | 0.2021 
So great an Army to be oucrthroine by thirterne beaſts (' for they 
werc iult ſo many) was a lirange nwekery of Fortune : by which it 
appeared, that wa bacell the torcesof the. body are no inore prevalent 
then the affeions of the ininde : and that a multitude & not more ca- 
ſily maſtcred with the ſwords then with feare. Polarchns was afraid 
of ome crafty tricke : and ſaw that his nien being ditperſed,if any freſh 
charge ſhould prefle ypon them, would haidly. be drawhe rogerher: 
The Sardinians alſo oncheir part were in the lame frare,. By the corn« 
mand therefore of their, Captaines and Colonellsrhey beganne to bee 
in cuery place ofthe field deuided, whom one common terror had in- 
termingled. For many,cither their owne,or their Horſes running away, 
had engaged fo farre within che enemies troupes, that it. was not with= 
out dapger, that inthcir zeguroe they ſhould be ciſcovercd and {laine 
by them.. But howeverthe delligy, of zhe commdn fort is forgotten, 
the, fortune, yer of Regirobaxes js amenig the moſt rare Ones yery me- 
morable. Hee was mounted vpon a Horſe, in other things one of the 
firtelt that might be for a Souldier : but in apprchenfions of teare nor 
to be gouerned,; which as he tooke indecde ſeldome, to were they in 
him nothipg differeng from tury. Bay cþen when the Elephants had 
routed the p ha ouerthrowne wigh. their owne amazemerit: the 
horſes ofthe whole ſquadron diſordered with their common feare, he 
grew into a furious kinde of madneſle ; nor would hee turne as his 
Maſter guided him, but head-ſtrong, and not yeelding to the Bit thar 
ſhould haue gouerned him, thruſt hanſelts tato the: rwudBt of the ene- 
mies troupes. Inthe meane time, the wings of Horſe reryred roward 
the Ciry hay order from Pokaarchag:to ryaich directly thither, All 
thoſe which =. fought aboilt.Radxobgnes, were fallen off inthe con- 
fuſion, and belecued in that percurbation of their mindes;thatrogether 
with them, he alſo had made his rerrcate.. Hethereforealone, and no- 
thing neere the Sardinians, changed the ſtourneſle of his minde into an 
extremely bitter conſternation aud feare. .Shaukl hee in vaine\, being 
hedped in withſo many weapons attempyto eſcape2 orfhould he r3 - 
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the City ; ſo as there remained no other way to faue him, but by his 
fayning himſelfe one of Poliarchus his Souldiours. His cunning was 
much furrhered by this, that at the beginning of the battell, that he 
might the more ſafely diſcharge the part both of a Commander and a 
fouldier, he had layd by his royall habit, his purple Caffocke , and his 
Cask wich the Diadem, & deliuered them toone called Mega/ofthenes. 
In this fort he entred with three hundred of Poliarchns his Horſe, 
within a fortified and enemies Citie; hicherto indeede with no preiu- 
diciall ſubtiltic : But then whicher ſhould hee retire himſelfe > All the 
ſouldiours had either lodgings or tents of their owne. If he ſhould 
ioyne himlſclfe ro any maniple, he could not bee vndiſcouered amon 
a few, who couered with his Armes, had decejued ſo many. But if he 
auoidedthe conſortſhip of all men, what were it elſe then with a ſuſpi- 
cious {olitarineſle to betray himlelfe ? 

Aslong therefore as theſe few troupes made a ſtand in the Market- 
place _ thither they repaired, to receive direQions from their Ofi- 
cers}) hee was by the helpe of their number, without difficulcy fafe 
cnough. But nor long after,there came a Meſſenger from Poliarchas, 
to command thoſe troupes of Horſe, to draw to their lodgings , and 
that night to remaine inthe City for the Queenes Guard. That word 
P55" 6. pole heard almoſt ſpiritlefle. For the Horſe-men thereu 
ſcuered themſclues,and cuery man his owne way werit to the Houſes 
which they were acquainted with, their Oafts &their boyes prouided 
theirneceſ{aries. Himlelfe, as if he looked for his lodging, went abour 
all the ſtreetes; not knowing whom he was eſpecially ro ſhunne : bur 
ascuery man that met him, was to himthe moſt terrible. Hated hee 
knew himſelfe by allmen; and who, if he were taken, onely for his 
ranſome might, perhaps, be ſaued, he now was ſcarce able to maſter his 
feare, which together-with his anger was more and more encreaſed : 
ſometimes a wilde paſſion vrging him to auowe himſelfe for an e- 
nemy, and eitherto dye brauely, orasa reward of his courage,to pro 
cj;c his ſafety with breaking thorow the Gate of the Citie. For in that 
t:vubJcſometumethere was only onethart afforded paſlage for chariors 
& i,orles, &tharalſo kept with very tirong guards. No man inthe way

came neerc his bridle,or looked vpon him as he was paſſing along; wh6 
with a freſh horror,as bent againſt him, he did not fly from and auoid. 
When hauing wandered a good whule about the Citie in this torment 
of fearing, and thatnow he mult no longer deferre to take ſome reſolu- 
tion or other; he met with a number of Groomes withtheir Maſters 
Horſes, which they were going to water. Radmohanes determined to 
follow them it by their conduct he mighr perhaps ſome way gerto the 
River. Bur the Cenarion of the Citic was of thisnature. . Abour a tur 
long fromthe Walles ranne a River, which went toward the Sea, and 
vpon that (ide lay the Enemy incamped. But on that fide which was 
molt remote from the Sardinians, the foot of the Walles was waſhed 
with a mighty great Lake, which was art the leaſt fixe furlongs broad, 
and more thentwelue in length. Neither wasthere about the Towne 
any place either to waſhtheir Horſes,cxcept only that one,orto water 
them. Bur onthat fide there wasno danger ofan Enemy, the City be- 
ing ſo defended by the water, and not to bee approched to but with 
ſhips. There was therefore a Poſterne Gate at the edge of the Lake, 
guarded with ſome Souldiours, who twice a day did open it to-water 
cheir cattell, and for the other vſes ofthe Citizens. Thither the Horſe - 
boyes went : among whom Radirebanes making one, after hee ſawrhe 
water extended to ſo vaſta bredth, he ſcarcely conceiuing any hope of 
being able by ſwimming ouer it to ſlaue himſclte, yer as it were with his 
laſt andextremeſt teare he recolleRed his ſpirits, and (as he afterward 
told his people) hee thus with yvowes and. prayers 1nuoked Neprome : 
O thou the moſt mighty ofall Gods, which doe inhabit the fame Ele. 
rents with mortall men;from whole bounty we recciue the yic and be- 
ncfit of Rivers, Fountaines, and Lakes : do thou, O thou good God, 
make quiet and peaceable theſe watcrs, intro which, Innow vncertaine 
of my preſcruation,am to put my {clte. Let them beaxe me, and gently 
land me vponthe bankes that I defireto reach. This Horſe alfo(for thou 
in like ſortart the gouernour of their kinde,and did{t with ſtriking the 
ground produce from it a Horſe)this horſe, Ifay, which in this my ne- 
cefſity is both my Barke and Pilor, do thou inable, that whom by his 
vngouernd force, he hath delivered to the Enemy, he may with the 
lame [trength reſcue and ſex free, Then will I crectto thee ypon the 
ſhore of Calaris,ourt of the ſpoyles of the Atricanes, in ſolid brafle, a 
monument of thy fauour and my danger. Hauing to himſelfe,and in 
lilence bound himlelfe with theſe vowes, he firſt went alittle way into 
the water, which neere the ſide went gently ſloping, and made the en- 
tring there convenient : then hauing refreſhed his Horſe with letting 
him drinke,hee put him ſomewhat further on,thoſe chat were in the 


Lake withhim, in vaine jaforming him, that hard at hand there wasa 
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[Ronen depth, Bur he, having viewed which banke, by the 
ing ofthe Lake, would molt eafily-bee reached, with both his 
ſpurres put on his Horſe, who angerly ſhaking of his mane, withall 
threw himſelfe intothe Lake,and keeping onely his head aboue water, 
beganne to carry his Mafter'as he was dire&ed. The Moores from the 
banke and the edge ofthe water cryed out, ſuppoling it his miftaking 
ot ſome accident, and aduiſed him which way he were beſt to turne 
his horſe head. But he by degrees went farther on; all that ſaw it, as 
ina [trange and ſudden chance, talking diuerſly of him, and makivg no 
queſtion but he would beloft. And now they didnot beleeue thathe 
was aliue, but that it wasa carkaiſe that was carried, eſpecially after 
he was gone a great way out , and that onely bythe colour ic might 
bee diſcerned, that yet there was ſomething ſwimming vpon the 
water. Wiſe 

But as on the one ſide the danger being ſo great, and round about 
him, made Radirobanes feare ; (o on the other, the ableneſle of his 
Horſe gaue him ſome hope, whom, with his voyce,and ſometime ſha- 
king ot his reynes, he put in minde of his ſtrength and forces. The wa=- 
ter alſo /inclining neither way, afforded himthe fairery paſſage ; for 
they didnotrunneat all; and were at thattime more calme then ordi- 
nary, no windear all being ftirring. Yetnotwichſtanding his Horſe be- 
gan to. labour more,in puffing out the water which he receiuedin, and 
icemedto.faint,when a ſhelfe of ſand, in the middeR ofthe Lake, which 
was firmie and able to beare him, did very opportunely caſe him of the 
neceſſity:of (wimming..«He food thanolbes tyred with blowing ont 
the water, not breſt-deepe,and as if he wondered at his owne labour, 
did wich panting, caſc/and recouer his winde. But the King fearing 
that his finewes, ftrained withtoo much labour, ſhould grow (iffe vp- 
on reiting, gaue hum bur alittle time to'take breath, andtouching him 
with hisſpurs, made him, whileſt his hamme-ſtrings were-yer warme, 
thruſt himſelfe into the Lake,” His able body did ſerue the couragious 
Horſes turne, and the warter, with his ſtrayning to ſwimme , deferring 
his death, he liued ill he came to the banke. Then his life failing him, 
and ſcarce (taying til his maiter without fallmg might alighr,he ſtretch- 
ed out himlelte dead ypon the fand. But Radirobanes ſhuddering at 
the greatneſle of the dangers which hce hadeſcaped , that he had en- 
tred an enemies City ; that from thence he had ſwomme thorow a 
Lake of ſuch vaſtncfſe, ro auoid capriuity; and had paſſed thorow pe- 
rilsalnoſt more grieuousthen dcath it fc Ife: was now troubled with 
another feare, and was in doubt that ſome comming either by land, or 
by the Lake, would take him prifoner, or ifhe refuſed to yeeld, would 
kill him. For his owne Campe wasa great way from that fide of the 
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Lake. But the night now drawing on, did ſomewhat comfort him , 
which is alwayes of more fafety to thole that fly, or defire to hide 


themſclues. 
But Poliarchxs hauing ordered what companies ſhould lodge in the 


City; who ſhould within the treaches;and that done, conferred a while * 


with Hyax:ſbe, didnot himfelfc tarry in the Palace : but commanded 
his owne Tent to be ſer vp in the Campe, determining to attend every 
point of Fortune, ifany ſhould offer it ſelfe opportunely to-make any 
attempt vpon the enemy. Nor would the night hauc made him tor- 
beare had not the trouble among the Sardinians in ſeeking their King, 
cauſed him to returne to more cautelous and vnreſolued determinati- 
ons; for that he was vncertaine what the caule was of fo much noylc 
in their Campe, or the realon that ſo many lights were burning every 
where in thoſe wide fields. For the Commanders of the Sardinians 
being aſſembled together about the Kings Tent, when they had enqui- 
red one of another, if he werereturned ; if hee were withdrawne into 
any other part ofthe quarter : Finally, who was by him when hee 
fought, who aſliſted him in his retreate; when cuery one made a ſeue- 
rallcclation of the buſineſle, they all with one fit ot paſſion fell to ap. 
xchend the worſt. They belceued that he cither was ſlaine or taken 
Priſoner. Nor did they forbeare brawling : who were they that were 
with the King: who they that ought to haue brought hemoff in ſatery, 
or atleaſt to be able to giuea good account of him? Bur principally, 
the common ſort of Souldiours,cither with care and louc otthcir King, 
whom they had loſt, ortaken with a fury and madneſſe, nor tarrying 
for the command of their _ eng moan wa = deriued from 
the King,as depending ypon him, did reieCt ail regard of martiall dif- 
ci i tar. 5m into the wilde helds jFthe King had (tray- 
ed,to call and bring him againe. More of them with lights ſearched the 
field which was bloudy with the late bartell , obſcruing the faces of 
thoſe which were ſlaine, and fearingrofinde there, what they ſought. 
So were the fields on every hand filled with the clamour, the lights 
and the running to and fro of the Sardinians. Pobiarchus from the ram- 
pire ofhis Campe beheld allthis, and whether this werea night-Cerc- 
mony ofthe ſouldiours in honor of Bacchws;or a fury inſpired by ſome 
other God, or elſe, finally, ſome military Stratagem to be mid vpon 
himſclte ; he, what-euer it were, prepared againlt it his Diligence, his 
Guards, and his Prayers. 
But as they were buſiedin this duety, and withthis tumule, onthe 
ſudden word was brought them, that Raairobanes was returned to his 
Tent. Forhe being landed vpon the further banke of the Lake, before 


the darkenefle of the night ſhould make his eyes, for that tune, of little 
vic 
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vie tohim , did heedefully oblerue which way he might come ro his 
owne people. Then he followed the fenny banke ofthe Lake, thar if 
any ſhould charge him in his flight, he might hide himſelfe among the 
Reedes. So he wentabour the Lake, and forſaking the bearen high 
wayes, over ditches and fields incloſed with hedges,drew to his quar- 
ter. Thar allo was to him terrible, that the ſouldiours being ſcattered 
about with their Lampes, did fill the Ayre with their cryes : and hee 
not knowing that it was himſelfe, who with ſuch diligence was ſought 
for,did with his preciſeſt care auoid comming neeretheir lights,or their 
Fghts. At length he gate to his Tent, and the Regiments wee bade ro 
give ouerthcir ill boading, and now {:1pertluousenquiry for him. With 
a licencioulac{ſec<quall torhe other , of immoderate reioycing,they all 
flocked to the Kings Tent : whom when they had ſcene , when th 
had ſpent a longtime in their applauding , with much adoe they were 
gotten to returne to their Guardsand their Tents. In the meane time 
Utrtiganes, with the chiete of the Sardinians, falling at Radirobanes 
hisfeete, with teares queſtioned him, what fortune or what deſigne 
had ſolong kept him from hisowne people. Hee at large delivered 
to them what dangers hee had eſcaped; they all being aſtoniſhed ar 
them, and cunvingly making ſhew of feare. And while they all 
ſtrive ro bee forward in giuing thankes to the Gods, or flattering 
the King, as victorious ouer Fortune and the Fates; a certaine Poer, 
a follower of Tirtiganes, did preſently fo play with that accident 
ina few Verſes, that hee affirmed, Redwobexer was to his Sardinians, 
in ſtead of che Sunne, who-in his ablence were withered, and did 


depend vpon his {pirit and countenance, when hee was reſtored to 
them.

The next day hauing thus madeon both ſides anexperience of their 
forces, they began to take more temperate courſes: onely Poliarchus 
yet aduiling to fight, For a triall by Armes did molt pleaſe him,out of 
hate to Radirobanes, and defire to goe for Sicily. Yet did hee yecld to 
the Queenes entreaty, not for that day to vrgethe enemic that fee qui- 
et. It was ſtrange that Hyamzbe began to bee ſo extremely doubttull 
of the iſſue of the war, and that at the ſame tine the raſhneſle of R adi- 
robanes was turned into a ſerious carefulneſſe. For the mindes of both 
of them did clearely appeare out ofthe hatefulneſle of the ceremonies, 
to which they fled for fuccour. For the Queene commanded a free- 
borne Boy to be choſen for a ſacrifice to Sarwyne. The cuſtome of this 
kinde ofmaking atonement, was originally from the Tyreans; who had 
transferred the cruelty of this cunt rite, tothe Carthaginians, who 
were a Colony oftheirs. And Hyaryſbe being affrighted, did take vp 
this forraine and barbarous deuotion toward the Gods : becauſe vn- 
happy or vareſolued mortals are pertwaded , that terrible and vn- 
knowne remedies hauc in them a certaine ſecret force and vertue. The 
order of the diſmall rites was ſettled, the ſacrifice had the Garlands 
put ypon him,nor wasa Prieſt wanting for this impious deuotion, But 
when this wastold to Po/iarchis, all troubled, he preſently leapt out, - 
and making haſte to the Queene : If (ſaid hce) thou bceſt pleaſed 
(Madam) with this ayde of an ougly crucltie again(t thy enemies, giuc 
me leaue to be gone, Neuer will I ſuffer my Forces to bee mingled 
with this ſuperſtition: nor will I endure that my ſouldiours ſhall ſeeme 
to be induced with the fortitude of that Deity, whatſoeuer it be that. 
likesto bee appeaſed in ſo vil? 2manner. I willnot,I fay, at ſoinfamous 
a price wring out the vitory trom the Gods, which arc not of the num 
ber.ofthem whom we ought to adore, or which doe difallow this 
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ſhame ot abuſed mankinde. Diſmiſle therefore cither this childe, out 
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of his bands,or me out of thy dominions. Alchough Hyexisbe ſtood in 
feare of Sarwrne, yet was Poliarchns neerer at hand, The Garlands 
were taken fromthe Childe, and cuen this alſo did confirme the peo. 
ples mindes, that Polirchvs did not care for thele the laſt of remedies. 
For could fo great a Captaine bee ignorant of the incertainty ofthe 
warre: or vnleſle hee ſaw the victory ready to bee gained, would hee 
not youchſafe with the death of one Boy, to purchaſe itof the De- 
ſtinies ? 

Ar the ſametime, as ifthere had been an agreement of corrupting 
with ſuperſtition both the Campes, a certaine old man,ot good account 
among the Sardinians, Site/ces was hisname, in times paſt able of his 
perſon,noweſtcemed for his iudgement in counſell,came to Radiroba- 
»er,who then by chance among a ſclefted number of his, was in con. 
ſulration about divers things concerning the Warre ; and made offer 
of his head, wherewith he would contra with the Infernall Gods 
for the Victory. Nor doth it (ſaid hee) import, though I bee a priuar 
man. It ſhall bee ſufficient, if my King doth bequeath me,to make mee 
ſupport and procure the ſafery ofthe publike. After I ſhall be with the 
lawfull Rites conſecrated to death, I will this day wich ſome conueni- 
ent Troope prouoke the Enemy to fight: in which carrying with mee 
terrour andcurſes among the Enemies, I will be (laine by thoſe, which 
ſhall not know, that I doe periſh to their deſtrution. Redwobenes 
pauſed a while at the ioy of the Victory, which was, as hee hoped, pre- 
ſented to him: and knowing that theſe Rites of deuoting ones life, was 
by the religious of Italy,thought ro hauc ancffeRuall power init ; hee 
beyond meaſure prayſed Siraſces, and : Becauſe (ſaid he) by thy death 
thou doeſt acquire the viRtory for vs, and canſt not be ſenſible ofthe 
rewards which thou doeſt deſerue : know yet that thy poſterity ſhall 
with me remaine in ſuch a degree of conſtant fauour,as there ſhall bee 


; none among the Sardinians that would rather ſaue his life, then rayſe 


his family to that heig ht ofglory,which he ſhall admire in thine. Go 
on bravely, and with a courſc of a momentary Fate, purchaſe a fame 


. whichnodeath ſhall beeable to extinguiſh. They therefore called the 


high Prieſt, who after the Hetruſcan manner ſhould rake his Vow of 
deuoting himlſelfe. Immediately Sizalces, clothed in a Robe garded 
with Purple, his heag couered, ſtood ypona Tauelin, and touching his 
chinne with his hand, repeated the words afterthe high Prieſt, with 
which he did together with himſelte bequeathethe oppoſit Legions of 
the Gaules and Moores to the Earth and the Infernall Gods. Theſe 
thivgs being performed : Ir is time (faid he) while yetthe ceremony is 
fr:{}:,char I ſhouldſcatter among the Enemy terror, flight,and deftruc- 
tio:1.Giue me ſome light-armed men,who,as if they meant to skirmiſh, 

may 
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may march with me toward the enemies Trenches. Wee will at leaſt 
inake them tall out,who are there in guard : andour men diſſembling- 
ly running away, I will wich my obſtinacy prouoke them to kiltme. $0 
(hal they with my blood be condemned to deſtruQtion, and thou mayſt 
at thy pleaſure ruine them ſo accuried, euen till thou art ſatisfied, and 

caizlt dctire no more. | | 
Tothe moſtparrotthe Sardinians this ſpeech of Siralces ſeemed 25 
certaine as ftrarige. Preſently certaine Troopes of Archers were ap. 
pointed him, wich whom he thould prouoke the Enemy co fight. Bur 
Suatces hada tcruant, whom he had along time fairely cntreared, and 
that more teru-ntly loued his Lordthen tis Countrey, Hee think ng 
his Maſtermad,chus hardly to berake himſelfe co death, after hee was 
not 2ble to Giflwade him ſecretly fled to Poliarchas his Campe; and be. 
ing broughc to his preſence : I come — he) a Traytor to my Coun- 
trey,and to auert from it proſperous {afcty : but from thee and thine, 
ruine and de{truion. Nor doe Icraue any greater reward, then the 
fuing of bis life, whole death is a r your perdition.' Then 
he briefly related the furiousrcſolution of Siralces : which heard, Po- 
liarchns did not fo much ſhudder at the 10n of this helliſh cc- 
remony (for neither did hee belecue, that whole Armies could by the 
yoluncary death of one deſperate orfranticke man be ouerthrowne and 
routed) as he deſired to prevent the feare,v/hich by the force of ſuper- 
ſition might caſily creepe into the minds of his Souldiours. He there 
fore willedrhisincelligencer,if be told truth, toafſure himſelf he ſhould 
be rewarded: and bauing armed him after the manner of Gallia, yer 
faſt bound, he placed him with certaine Arthers, which ſtood in order 
within che Campe, that if, as the ſeruant had informed, any Light- 
armed men ſhould fall qut of the Sardinians Trench, they might bec 
ready to brate. them: in againe., Yer had they'direQiovy, that they 
ſhouldrather doe it . with terror and” threatnings, then with wounds ; 
leſt they ſhould inconfiderately light vpon Srrelees, whom he defired to 
preſerue vntouched. Hardly had Polarchns giuen this order, when a 
Skirmiſh was begun by the Sardinians, that brought on S1ralcer. Im- 
mcgjately thoſe which were appointed by Polzarchus brake forth, and 
on the,other part, the Sardinians not tarrying longto beflow theit ſhor 
vpon them, pretending to flye, forſookt Sitalces, who was greedily de- 
firous to be {laine,and with the hope of death dared attempt aboue all 
humane force. But the Seruant crycd out, That was he whom Pohiar- 
chu; had commanded them to ſave. They therEfore receiued himmad. 
ly raging, into the middeſt of their Troopes, and defended by their 
Armcs,bare off his blowes, and dilarmed him-whom they had incom- 
| Cc paſled 
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paſſed about. Then thou hee refuſedto yeeld, and with foule lan. 
guage (ought to prouokethemto anger, they yet dragged ham to the 
Campexo whom Poliarchus when he ſaw him : Thou ſhale (faid hee) 
ſup berter with vs, then with the Infernall Gods. Neither doe thou 
raile at vs,asif we were cruellthat compell thee toline. For when the 
Fates haue concluded what rhe event ofthis Warre ſhal be, the Let ſhal 
not bein vs, if then aiſo thou haue a minde to ſeeke a way to death. 
But I will not that thou fhouldeit vaunt among the Ghoſts, as if the 
Gods,to reward thee for thy lofle of life, had been laviſh of all our 
Fates. 

Thenſending for one ofthe Priſoners, he ſent him backe free to his 
friends,vpon that condition,that he ſhould tell Rederobazes, that Sital- 
ces was well in the Campe ofthe Gaules. That he ſhould therefore take 
no further care for his friends health : tor atleaſt hee ſhould liue ill the 
end of the War.For that both the Earth and the Infernall Gods had re- 
fuſed ro take a price for the victory,which it was not in their power to 
giue, Theſe things being delivered by the Priſoner,the valuccefiefilnes 
of hisdeuice,did ſer Radirebancs on fire : and withall, the inſulting of 
Poliarchsr,that vpbrayded him with his fuperftition. And novbeing 
as yet certaine, whether this were the Poferchasthar was beloued by 
Argenis: nevertheles,the misgiuing ofhis mind, andhis hatred feeding 
his ſuſpition, hee determined to tric out the truth with an ambjguous 
Epiſtle : which Po{archwys as vaine andobfcure would negleR, if hee 
had neuer held any.commerce with Argent : but-if he were the ſawne 
that Seleniſſa had dilcoyered to him, he would quickly reade the ftorie 
of it, and giue(without queſtion) ſome fignes of hisemulation and diſ- 
pleaſure. Nor did he delay it: for in exchange hee alſo deliuered letters 
to one of the Gaules whom hee held priſoner, direed to Peharchus; 
which hee brought him,not knowing with-what reproackes that bla(- 
phemous letter would offend the readers cycs.For Redirobanes did not 
ipare Argents,not Hyanibe ; but ſaid, that he wondred that Theocrine, 
after the enioying a young Princeſle, did fixe himſelfe ypon Hyanicbe, 
That as he had abuſed a young Wench ; fo by Cpids iuſtice himſelfe 
was now inueigled by an old Woman. But that he was come Sicilies 
reuenger,to whom hee had yowed the head of that counterfeit Palias. 
Poliarchus (welling with anger,and now engaged in this warre no more 
for Hyeniibes ſake then his owne, did indeed conceale the Letter : but 
for the re(t,he that Evening appearcd with ſuch trouble in his eeunte- 
nance,as it was certaine that no pettie bufineſſe was in agitation. Be- 
ſides, the baſeneſlc of the railing, his minde was perplexed with the 
names of Theecrive and Pailas, and in himſclfe hee queſtioned, who- 
| could 
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could di ſcoucr thoſe ſecrets to Redirobanes : till remembring,that at his 
laſt interview berweene them, Argenis had complained of Selrmiſſa's 
perfidiouſneſſe : hee conieQuring by that meanesall the buſineſſe was 
vented, began fretting, and in one and the ſame indignation inuoluing 
both Radrobanes and the old Woman, he defigned in himſelfe the pus 
niſhment that he would inflict vpon them both. 
|  Butwhenit wasday, intendingto retort his iniuries with the ſword, 

not with words,he commanded his Army to be drawne into batralia ; 
hauing before aduiſed Hyenirbe, that while the fight laſted, ſhe ſhould 
not ſuffer the Gates of the City to be apened to any man, Not that hee 
did at all doubt of the yiRory : bur if any of his Souldiours did runour 
of the battaile, he would nor that ſuch ſhould be admitted within the 
Walles. Himlſelfe neuer ſeeming to his Souldioursmore chearefull,did 
in a fort well-ſuted rotheir condition, ſpeake to themall.' The Gaules 
he informed, what glory did attend them for afliſting 'Hyawsbe, The 
Moores he inflamed with hate ofthe Tyrant, who went about to ruine 
wharſoeuerintheir Countrey was reſpected as ſacred. To both of them 
he pointed out the booty, and beſides, Sardinia hard at hand : which 
fCid he) we in this field that is afore ys doe maſter, we ſhall haue as 
much at our deuotion, as Radwobenecs defired to haue Aﬀricke, Theſe 
words indeed did mooue themall, but much more the aſpeRof him 
thar ſpake them. Redirobencs allo nv whic more ſlacke, thenhee in 
wherring; the courages of his men,did fancy to himſelfe out ofthat vic- 
- rory many Triumphs. For. that Po/cerchis was the betrothed of fr 

gents, he out ofthis conceiued, thav fo fuddenly he fought to fight, as 
if he were eager of reuenging the Letter tent the day before. It there- 
fore he could kill him, he thought that with onc and the ſame wound 
he ſhould both plague Argems to the height,and allo depriue Hyamsbe 
of her Kingdome': who being ouerthrowne, himſelfe,mmade more great 
by the additionof Maunitania's Crowne, would paſſe'over into Sicily, 
and ſhould not finde an Enemy who wouldindure to looke vpon the 
Conquerdur,ordurft contradict any of his commands. . | 

Proud wirh'this vaſt hope, he led hismenin battakia againſt Polar- 
chns, that aduancedco:wards him. There wasno man that did not con- 
icurexhat day would detcrinine ofthe fortune ofthoſe twa fides. A 
more fertled.care therefore did mingle 'the hope ofthe: Citizevs with 
ſundry-terrars. The od 'men-could not be: kept fromthe. Citie. walles: 
nor the more-carefull crue, the mornetscatrymng their children in their 
ares,” which. Innocents they. in cuery place: hewed-ro the Gods, 
and. beſought them, that: th? Enemy nught not abule rhcir tender 
badics;': 1 Fa£4t Is £- * Ht 
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The Balcariansthat ivere in Radirebane:s his Army,did diſorder with 
their Slingsthe Numidian Horſemen, who were ſcnr our to begin the 
fight. But Poliarchuscomuanded the Horſe of his Gaulesto aduance, 
and to charge them home, foas rhey might haue no roome to throw 
their flones ar the. beſt aduantage, For the Numidians, hee directed 
them,rhar leauing the cad efthe battaile , they Yhould fall downe vp- 
on the enemies flanke, and fo dinert asmany asthey could, from rhe 
direct order of the fight toward themſclues. On the other (ide Kagro- 
bane: did induſtriou (lybeſtirre himſclfe,commandiog certaine Troopes 
of horſe, to wheele about the enemies wings, and charge them, before 
they thought of ic, mthe Reare. Withall, hee ſent ſome rhat- were 

erfeCt in - Gallian and Afxicane rongues, who, as if by Polaarctxs 
#2 retanern'} ſhould proclaime tharche vittory inclinedtothe Sardi- 
nians;that the Gaules and Moores ſhould fly: that Lixa lay opento rc- 
cciuethem. That word atthe firſt troubled diuers ; yet firaight was 
it entertained with deriſion : and the other fide crycd as loud, that 
the Sardinians ſhould take them to their hceles. There was now rio 
diftance betweene the Armies: their bodies: prefled vypon.one another: 
thew weapons were broken with the others weapans. Their files be- 
ing {6 cloſe rogether , there remained only to euery one cither to'dye 
or ouercome. The cry alfo of thoſe that encouraged others , mingled 
with the complainings of the wounded , and the claſhing ot Armes, 
was with a terrible noyſe heard to the Citie. The Gaules were the 
ftronger in Horſe : the Sardinians and Ligurians, for their batiel} on. 
foote,not infcriour. But the principall past of 'the woxke,, was, that 
of the Gerzerals. Onthis ſide Poliarcha, befide his diſpoſition crucll, 
gaue-no care to the Lamentations and Prayers of thoſe that begged: 
their liucs. . Whether thatthe heate ofthe fight had ftopt bis cares, or 
outof anger againſt Radirokaner: who on the other {rae did very of- 
ren alone enter the enemies rapkes, which he had drokenby force, as. 
if hchad forgotten hiserrour, by which being engaged among his'ene-. 
mics, he had in ſpight of his heart gotten to Lixa, 'So were the Sardi« 
nians diſtreſſed vader Poliarchm, avd the Gaules and: Moores fainted, 
and gaue way about Radwobanes.But an indignation of higherttraine, 
and.whichwasnot.cobe2 quenched wkh vulgar; blouek,.did' torture. 
Poliarchw. It was the boſome ogely of Kaderbbaves, which. as guilcy: 
ofcalumniating «-Frp:nys and Hyambe, could; withibeiag mapped yp, 
fatisfie him ſo enraged.He therefore beganne to ſeeke among hr-okene 
and the enemies maniples,” an Aduertary furcable to his :quality-ard: 
wrath ;ofteralfo:cating aloud, that it þe durſt; if he were:a man; hee: 
ſhould, being challenged, with hisowne hazzard, determine the-for«' 
; tune 
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rune of the whole warre. Theſe words diuers times iterated, and con. 
ueyed from one to another, did preuaile ouer the ſhrill and confuſed 
noyſe of ſuch as fought, and tell downe wounded ; and art length 
reached to Radirobanes, who not buſiced with thoughts any thing 
more peaceable, of this one thing onely he was aſhamed, that he had 
not firſt called him. He quickely left fighting with any other, and ma- 
king way thorow all that were (Sac. them, he haſted to encoun- 
ter his Emulator. Neuer had that Africa beheld any Lyons,neuer any 
Serpents mooued with ſuch rage as theirs. Yet notwithſtanding they 
ſtayed their greedy hands, while they might change a few vas + and 
firlt Poliarchus : Coe on ({aid he) thou Theete, and recciue thy pay- 
ment for thy baſeſt villany. Thou ſhalt nor this day eſcape me; no, 
though thy mother haue bor thee deeper then Achilles was in Styx, 
ro make thee inyulnerable. Tothee (Lady) Iconſecrate this offering : 
it thou ſhalt pleaſe to accept fo baiea ſacrifice. Then Redirobenes : 
Art thou at length come out of thy Serraglia, thou moſt effeminate 
Amoriſt? But the reproches of thy former life ſhall by thy death in 
Armes be concealed. Sticke not then, as if thou wert a man, to preſent 
thy throat to my ſword. 

Neither of them had leafure more art large to make $4 tothe 
contumelies ofthe other. Anger,which for the molt part vſeth to make 
men ſtronger, being now exceſſiue and impotent, had almoſt altoge. 
ther weakened their hands. Yet did they ruſhone vpon another with 
no leſle violence, with their breſts, horſes, and weapons,then a while. 
winde ſhould vſe, if it ſhould daſh ſome Rockes, torne from their 
rootes, together. But their blowes were not then ſucceſſefull , and 
their Horſes, though bruiſed withthe ſhocke, were not for the reſt of 
the fight ynſeruiceable.Turning therefore their Horſes about, either of 
them threw a Dart that they had by the loope vpon it ſhaken aboue 
hand, which yet oneach (ide by the bofle ofthe (hields was rebated. 
Still had each ofthem one caſting ſtaffe left. That they might not in 
vaine loſe ir, they a good while ſearched with borh cye and hand, the 
ioynrs of their Armour. Ac length Radrrobanes thought nothing bet- 
ter, thento kill hisenemies Horle : which that he might not goe tree F; 
with Peliarchus , in exchange (trooke his Horſe in the head, and 
ſtraight they both in feare of falling,or that their horſes , madded with 
the pangs of death, ſhould runne away withthem, as if by agreement, 
they leaped from their backes; and ſnatching their battell Axes, which 
hung attheir ſaddles, they flew to their ſingle combate. But by the 
care their men had ofthem, they were diuided: for diuers troupes of 


Gaulcs and Sardinians threy themſelues between them that were thus 
Cc 3 enraved, 
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enraged. Bur. when both of them refuſed that their ayde, at lengrh 
with much adoe, and not without being ofren commanded, the ſoul- 
diour withdrew himſfelfe from. betwixt them, and lett the ground free 
ro their Kings : who quitting their Axes, had their ſhields vpon their 
lift arme, in their right hand their (taffe, which aimed at him by hisop- 
polite, Poliarchins auoiding, did with a more certaine vlow light vpon 
Kadirobanes,and gaue him a ſore-wound in his fide. Fhen they drew 
their ſwords, being often ſo neere together,that all they could doe,was 
with the hilts to ({kcike one another,cicher on the face or the bre(is. No 
part of the body , no ioynts of their Armor remained vnſearched. A 
horror fir(t, and then pitry mouedall.that beheld chem, that Princes of 
ſo great courage ſhould be loſt, while their Army was not empayred. 
The companies theretore againe runne together, and part them ſo ca- 


'-, 
gerly fighting : which either of them takingas a diſgrace done to him, 


enquircd of thoſe which were next bim,wich indignation and a faſhion 
ofcommand , if they belecued he was vanquiſhed, whom rhey made 
ſuch haſte thus to proteR, thus to deliner from the hazzardot the fight. 

The Capraines and Souldiours beivg thus ſhaken off, they both re- 
turned to their laſt triall: their ſpirits indeede inuinctble, but the great 
effuſion of bloud had weakenedthem ; and they now being panting 
for breath , their blowcs were neither firme nor certaine. Neuerthe- 
lefic ofthe two, Poliarchus had remaining both more bloud and ſpi- 
rit. He then remembring the cauſe of his hatred , and not doubting 
but that if he were not Conquerour, Argenis would dye with gricte, 
raiſed the point of his{word, and with a {loping thruſ, paſſed thorow 
Radirobanes his throat, berweene his Caske and his Curates, Hee 
feeling himſelfe deadly wounded, and haſtening to reuenge it, ranne 
headlong vpon Poliarchus, whom with the weight of his body he fo 
oppreſſed cre he was aware, that both of them fell rothe earth. In- 
ſtantly with the yelling of the ſouldiours, the heauens did ſeeme to 
ſhake, theſe beleeuing thatthe one ofthem, thoſe the other,the moR, 
both of them were ſlaine. And, becauſe Poltarchus was fallen ynder- 
ncath Redirobanes, the mindes of the Gaules and Moores were 
troubled with the worle mitgiuing : fo as there wanted not ſome, 
who ranne to Hyariſbe, to report to her thele fad tidings. A thicke 
crowd of Gaules and Sardinians ouer=flowed the field. Their Com- 
manders were not reſpected, their Colours or their Rankes were nor 


able to reſtraine them. Every one ſeemed to run to his own? King, 


. and whether hee were dead or aliue, to rake him our of the ground 


where they fought. So as this difordercd afſiſtance had almoſt o- 
ucr-whelmed Poliarchns. But hee now by little and little had freed 
bim- 
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himſelfe from his enemies embraces, and with his Sword did yettaſte 
him that was ſtretched our ar the laſt gaſpe. Bur when the Gaulcs 
and Moores together percciued that he was alive and gotten vp, they, 
made couragious with their excefſue ioy, charged ypon the Sardini- 
ans, who both defended their Kings body, and with their weapons 
alſo laid at Pofiarcbes himſclfe, Bur the fight laſted nor at all. For 
both the ioy of the yiRtory had refreſhed Pofiarchin : and the Gaules 
did brauely ſecond him. The Sardinians therefore fairely retired , e- 
ſeeming ir alſo to ſhew ſome yalour in them, that in ſo great 
a dilaſter they forbare falling into a flat running away, 
They wor Ki being falne offa good way, Polrerchus 
now poſſeſſed of the body, and the princi- 
pall jr ug ofthe enemy,was per- 
ety and fully the Con- -

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# Hus was a Warre brought to an endin a very 
n—_\ few daycs, which with a more tedious preſ- 

JA ſure would haues waſted the Forces of both 
> parts, had it not chanced vponcager Princes, 
'Y and who made the common good of all, the 
cauſe of their priuat hazzard. To the Sardi- 
niansthat gaue ground,their retreat into their 
Campe was the lefle troubleſome , becauſe 
they neither fled as routed ; and that Polar 
ing himſelfe wounded, made haſte to returne into the Citie. 
Yet inthe meanetime,while the Phyſicians with preſent remedies were 
about to ſtay his bleeding, he commanded from the nexttree an arme 
to be cut of: which being fitted like a Toyacy, and dreſt with the 
Armes of Radirobanes, heexelted vpon his ſhoulder. In this equipage 
he mounted a Chariot drawne with white Horlcs,and (a gallant ſhow) 
compaſſed about with his Souldiers,and carrying the principall ſpoiles 
ofthe Enemy, hee went to Mars his Temple: For there wasnot in 
Africa any ceremonies in vſe of /xpitey the (triker, The people as braue 
as the ſuddenneſſe of the pompe would giue them leaue, had filled the 
wayes,and with whatlocuer branches they could light ypon,one while 
furniſhing their hands, another ſtrowingthe way, by which the Tri- 
umph was to paſle. Now chanted they the praytcsof the Conqueror, 
now congratulated one with another for the preſeruation of Africa. 
Hyamsbeatthe Porch of the Temple did wait for Poharchns.To whom 
when he alighted from his Chariort,ſhe ſpake to this effet:Before thou 
doeſt preſent theſe ſpoyles to Afar: the gracious; giue me leaue (great 


King) to ſay thatto thee, which thou wilt preſently fay to the Gods : 
Thy 
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Thy vertue it is that hath preſerued vs. Thou haſt reſtored to vs the 
free vie of the Ayre: to euery one ofthe people their Lands, their dea. 
reſt Plone their houſchold+Gods. But to mee thou halt aſſured 
my Crowne: to me my ſonne now abſent. Iinpoſe vpon vs whatſocuer 
thou pleaſcit,ic will yer beleſſe then the denefit we haue recciued trom 
thee.

{poyles in the roofes of our Temples,thou beeſt pleaſed to dedicate the 
inſtance of thy valour to the ſight of our Aftricanes : or that thou wilr 
tran{port ſo braue a monument to the Gods of Gallia thy Countrey : 
know ,that nothing could hinder me from erecting Altars to thee, ap- 
pointing a Holyday for thee, and an High Prielt, but onely my vii, 
that thoua long long age may(t enioy among mortall men. This 

ſpeech ofthe Queenes was intertained with a mighty applauſe of the 

people:amid(t the which, Poliarchas hauing replyed to her, as belt ſu- 

ted with his modeſty, came to the dooresof the Temple. It was not 

lawfull for him,being as __ bloody with the fight, ro draw neere the 
Altar,or powre our the drinke-offering to the God. It was thought 
ſufficient to deliucr the Trophey to the Prie(t, andat the threſhold to 
beſeech the Deitie that he would graciouſly accept it,and grant him of- 
ren to make ſuch Preſents ro him, While he was thus in his Orizons, 
he began by degrees to yeeld to his wounds. For now the moſt of them 
had taken cold,and the delay of hauing them dreſt, made them (well, 
Notwithſtanding, leſt he ſhould afright cither the Queene,or the Soul- 
diours,þe as yet perſcuered on, diſlembling hisgriete, complaining of 
nothing, bur onely that his limbes tyred withlabour, required alittle 
reft.

That hee ſhould remember Radirobaner, at lca(t for the reſpe of his 
Royall being,was not to. be forbidden buriall.Ithe were like Tbeſexs, 
he would nor ſufferthe ghoſt of his Enemy to wander for want of their 
due Rites of funerall.But it he were Achies,that on the other fide the 
Sardinians would nor prize their gold aboue their Princes body.

But there wasno 
part of his affaires, of which he didmore warily deliberate, then ofthe 
choice he was toimake of ſuch ashe was to employ in his Ambaſlages 
to forraine Princes: eſteeming themlike the Veiues inthe body, which, 
a5 they were diſpoſed, did, from ſcucrall parts ofthe world, breathe 
mto their Countrey ſecretly either cauſes of health or of diſeaſes. And 
by experience he had found, that when they doe reſpeCt cthemſclues 
more then their maſtcr, and the faith they owe him : the affaires of the 
Common-wealth, the honour and the counſels af it are cither by theu 
ſence or their conniuence wn > 1g when eicher they are troubled 
with a paſſionate turbulency of ſpirit, or withanjgnorant pride , one 
while either with ſpeaking more harſhly, another making things worſe 
im their relation, they often doe rayſe troubles, which being at the fir(i 
needeleſſc,afterward by the mutuall ſtrife, and now and then new cau- 
fs ariſing, doe at the laſt breake out into the rage of incuitable com- 
buſtions. For grant then (ſaid he) to be iuſt and good men: yer if to 
that be not added a ſtrength of yndetftanding, and a faculty of per- 
ceiuing the traines that will be laid for them, they will not only be vn- 
able rodilcoucr the intentions ofthe p_ , to whom they arc em- 
ployed, but carched with difſembli a certaine ceremonious ob.

(1auth hc)to better purpole acquaint the King with my condition. I 
come trom Sicily , _ him Lettcrs, and am, alas, afraid, that euen 
with this delay which yau vic,the butinefle may be in danger, which 
being commuted co me, I haue nrunning alinolt burſt my heart. He 
hearing Sicily named : that thence alto the Letters came : and the Mcſ- 
icoger with trembling haſte, making (hew that the affaire was of great 
contequence,tcemed to Gelanorns luthcient reaſons to cauſe himipeak 
tw P. larchas though hethen were (leeping : yer did hee come gent! 
to the bed (ide, lett he ſhould (trike (ome feare intothe King athis Fr 
waking,whuch often is dangerous to thole that are ſodainely rayſedour 
ot their i|cepe,and vncertaine of the occalion : with coughing there = 
tore,anJa little motion of his teer, hauing waked him) he thus tpake ro 
:1:n, Here arc,Sir, Letcerstrom Sicily:and the bringer ot them makes, I 
know not what, hattc.\Vithout delay Poliarchas far vp in his bed, and 
commanded the Metlcnger to be ndmitted. With a prodigious conh - 
&cnce therfore Phorbarcenterced the chamber, which, next to the Gods, 
he aboue allthings ſhould haue dreaded, and m this manner began no 
more with his words,chen/wrth his lookes, and ation, the table which 
he betore had coyned. I am{(faid he)O King,one of Arfidas his triends. 
He comming out of Sialy to thee brought me thence with him ; when

his cArgemis, 
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be a long time had ſought thee,ar length direted by the fame of thy- 
victory ,he bent apes hither. Nor were we farre from land, —_ . 
three Pirates Barkes came vp with vs. We were but meanely prouided, 
and the molt part refolued to yeeld without any blowes at all. Thus . 
did betraycd Arfidas with his 089m tall wo on Pirates 
hands.

It therfore, beſides what 
we now haue gotten,thou do not Py lay me downthree Talents, 
I will out of theſe irons (tor theyhad put him in irons) with thy throate 
cut,tumble thee ouerboord. To whom Arfides; W laid he)ſhould 
I hawethree Talents to lay downe, whom you haue nor Ictt maſter of 
my owne liberty?I, bur(faidthe Pirate) when 1 queſtioned thee, whi- 
ther thou wert bound ; thou told(t me, thou wert going to the Court 
of Mauritania. Without doubr thou mult haue acquamtance there : 
whomtocuer of thy people thou wilt make choile of, I wil ſet atliberty, 
vpon this condition that except within thele three dayes he be vpon 
the ſhore with the ranſome chat we demand, thou ſhake ufallibly dye. 
Nor thinke to pur any tricke vpon vs,or. bring torces to free thee. We 
are in a Road, from whence we freely may looke about vs. Neither by 
Sca nor Land can any trappe in this place beet for vs, If he that thou 
ſcndeſt,brings any with him beſides himſclfe, thy head ſhall pay for 
it. Andifin the meane tune by fortune any (hi = br vpon vs,thy lite 
{hall anſwer for Fortunes fault. When he with his gadletle and ru 
tongue had thus ſpoken, Arfidarall amazed, did once or twice Jooke a- 
bout ypon v3 all :and atthe laſt calling me necrer him: See (laid he) 
my Phorbes,how much confidence I haue in thy fanhfulneſſe, Vpon 
thy diligence doth now all my fortune reit. Go to King Poliarchut ; 
Enforme him in what cſtate my fortune now lands: He will not ſpare 
thice Talenes man affaire thar concernes my lite. And that be may 
know thou ſpeakeſtnothing but truch of my danger, rake theſe Ler- 
rers: (7 withall he drew themout of his boſoine:) They arc addrel. 
{cd to him. From whom, it nothing concernes thee ro know. Burt Idoe 
not onely deliver them thee to carry, as an ailurance of thy truth, 
bur alſo left they ſhould miſcarry, if theſe Pirates ſhould miultly but- 
cher mee. Thus being by him diſmiſt in a day and a halte, Ifhave, 
Sir, reached this place : in the ſame ſpace of tune I mult returne, if 
thou defireſt to jee Arfidas alive. With thele words hee delivered 
Av gems her letters to Poliarchay, as ſent from Arfidas : which when 
he ſaw by the thred that was not broken , that they had nor been 
opened t and with all the ſcale that Argems: vicd to fer vpon her letters 
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| roſer ypon her Lerters to hun, hee ſhuddered with gladſome feare. 


And withall moued with Arfider his danger, while be was opening the 
Letter : O (faith he) whatſocuer thou art,to whom «Arfidas his fate is 
entruſted : ifrhou beelt induſtrious, and docſt reſtore himto me in ſafe. 
ty : doe not beleeue that thou carrieſt three Talents ro the Pyrats bur x 
braue and ample fortune for thy ſelfe : ſo mindtull of thy good (eruice 
ſhak thou me. Goe,Gelanorn; and giue himas much gold ag will 
ſerve the ture. It ſhould, to haue done well, have been cre this ready, 
Diſpatch it in(tandly,le(t the delay make the Pyrares more cruel], Bur, 
O,doeſt thou not thinke, that without Arfides his danger, we might 
not ſend Forces againſttheſc Villaines & from their Barks drag them to 
the Gallowes? Phorbas (tartling at the mentionof the Gallowes which 
he had ſo well deſerucd ;| clapping his hands together,and faring y 
him : Beware, (ſaid he) beware, O King, that thou interraine no [i 
thought. The Pirates Barks ſale excellently well : they ride in an open 
Roade.They would utalfibly tearc Arfides in pieces, and by flight out- 
(tripping thy revenge, ſcorne thy vafortunate ambulcado. 

And now Polierchar hauing n_ the Letter, was reading it: & 
was indeed the hand of Argens : but the contents wholly lamentable. 
He ſaw Selemſa's treachery, and her puniſhment : withall the baſe. 
neſle of Redirebancr, who counted it no crime to defame a moſt vertu.. 
oully modeſt Virgin.But tbat he now liucd nor, & was by himiſclfouer- 
come,did ſore what comfort him. But againtt Archombroras what pre- 
ſcruatiuc? Melrender preſiing the Marriage & a repriue oftwo months 
haidly obtained for Argeaw., At laſt, lookmg vponthe cnd of the Let« 
ecr,wherethe date vies to be placed, hee there tound that the rrme was 
claſped,within which he mutt returne,or Argeni periſh, Now there- 
tore he began to curſe hunicite,novw to chafe at the ſtorme,now to de- 
teſt Atrica,vo preſcruing of which he thought himſelferuined. Bur all 
his cxecrations,all is detcſtations concl with Archombroess. ] will 
((aid he) preſerue my felte tor th y defiruRtion, thou the mot} miſchic< 
uous of my Competnors. I will ſhare with eArgenvu in her fate : bur 
not till by thy death 1 be ſomewhat caſed. Not i (cite (hall 
an end to our contention. For peace with thee Incither will incertame, 
nor grant. While with this rage his heart was vexed, he began againſt 
his will to be in doubr,wherher Argems had ſtood firmely conſtantto 
the death,as ſhce had pronuſcd, For how agreeableto Nature is it ts 
be i love with lite ? How pleaſing the force that ſtayes the Dagger, 
winch 1s about to picrce our owne boſome?Fwally(ſaid hc) Pobarchay, 
luppoſethe Marriage tendred to her, ſuppoſe her bard Father notto bee 
akered,and that the Sun were riſenthat day to thy musfortune; wouldit 
thou wiſh her deltruQtion ? 
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Being much more afflicted with ſuch a ſtorme then with his wounds, 
he commanded Phorbas to beecalled to him, who in the meane time 
was = the Gold ; and blamed the extreme tardinele oftheir wy- 
ape, that had made jt abouerwo moneths, before he heard of H- fans. 
Bur he did faichfully relate all his hindrances;how he was forced necel- 
farily to (tay at Cumz;how he had lighted vpon Gebr1a5;how by con- 
trary winds they were fr6 the coaſt of lraly,driven yponthacot Africa. 
Poharcbus,as ga as im thareſtate he be Cnr wars: of Grimes, inqui- 
red what was become of him? know not(ſaid Phorbus ) except, as 1 


think, 1 ouer-heard, he have ſer his courte rt wa 
alittle hope to the met miſerable ] over. Bur Phorbas : We loſe 


Arfidar Sir, ({aid he) with this redious delaying: Giue me leaue,cutof 
the Pirates hands, if thou pleaſeſt,to free him : hee will giue thee much 
more certaine aduertiſements, then I am ableto doe, Polrarchas com- 
mended the fidelity ofthe hireling, and commanded a fourth Talent to 
be addeil to the reſt : thmkingthat & might be perhaps of vic to or 
das, when he had payed the Pirares,notto be vnturnithed, Beſides, he 
gauc him a Horle of a well tried ſpecd,vpon which Phorbas mounting, 
madc haſte to pet him our of Mauritania, and to rctire himſelte wit 
his booty inco ome remore Countrey. 
Bur Polierchws, though his wounds were in that eſtate, that he as 
na was ſcarce well able to mooue did reſolue not any longer to deferre 
1s going into Sicily : for that he might reſton ſhipboord,and have all 
that was neceſſary applyed to his wounds, as well as at Land. Thishis 


determination, Gel/aworns did not approuc of: yer had heno will to 
pole it in vaine.Neuerthelefſſe, Arpdas his comming wasto be expect 
ed,vrhom Phorbar had promiſed to bring thiher within chece dayes, 


He therefore did dibgemtly obey his Lord, who made all pofhible haſte, 
and conmmanded,that euery thing ſhould be put ina readinefle for his 
departure. The Capraines of the Galleys did command the Souldiers 
and Saylers to attend vpon their ſeuerall duties. Their prouiſions were 
[hipped,and now onely was wamting the warning for their: we 
anchor, and beginning thervoyage, for which they were 

turniſhed.Nor could Hyamybe hinderthe hafie of her Gueſt now sbout

had befallen him, worthy of his diſlodging in ſo turbulent a fa(hwa:nas 
yer durſt, with too carefull and wnciuill a arioſity, make enquiry after 
it. He with the diſtemper of his minde wanting (leepe,now afeard for 
Argenu,now boyling w th hate ro Archombrora:,did that night much 
diſorder his yer intcebled —_— did he with ſpeaking ,hearuly feeke 


toconceale his indiſpoſition, leſt hee ſhould by che generall LS

his people be barred, from anidie purtng his life ypon the bazzardsof 


Bur twodayes were icarce paſt ouer ſince Phorber lefthim,w 
Gelanor ws oy chance going vut of the Kiogschamber, mer with efrj- 
dar; asyetindeed in part,by realon of bis hckneſſe,dut much more by 
his fretting and gricte,cxceedingly alcered, For he hauing with more 
celerity then the Phytixians expected, recovered lone {trengrh : the 
next day after Phorbas had done that villany to him aduentured to pur 
wiarer- vypon his journeyina Litter, The dayes following he was not 
atraid to goe by Horſe,with priefe for the Letters which hee had loſt, 
not ding himfclfr, his tourney, or the labour of it. Which way 
ſhould he purtve the Thicke? with what words ſhould he excuſc him- 
ſeltc to Poharchan ? or with what face ſhould hee returne to his Mi- 
irellc 2 Oppreſicd with theſe carcs, hee entredthe Court, and was di. 
teed to the (ide where Foliochw lodged, Gelanorms entertaining 
him with all checrefulnefſe, whom he met beyond his hope ; 1 will not 
(faid he)thac any man beiides my lelte carry this newes to the King : 1 
will goc and fill hira with the joy of x. But Arfidesdefiring to excuſe 
his tortune to Grlanorrns ; Tarry (laid he) Gelamermns, and let me firſt 
acquaint thee withthe bitterneſle of my hard fortune, Hethinking thar 
he meant to complaine ot his beiog taken, and the greedineſſe ofthe 
Pyrats,which Phorbas had related : We know it all (faid he) and be. 
ſides it will be fitter to make this narration before the King. Withtheſe 
words he ſhipped trom Arfidas, and carried headlong wih his ioy,ne- 
uer fiaycd torhis calling him backe. Pehbarchas was amazed; highly 
prizing the diligence of Phorbas, who io brauely had brought Arfidas 
oft tromthe Pirates; and commanding hwnto be admitred, rooke him 
1111s annes, who then firſt ipake to 1; jm with the reverence duetoa 
King, and ſuffered him not to kneelc. But both of them were a pood 
while muttaken , while Pelrerebrar his difcouric was of that which 
Pherbas had tabled concerning, the Pirates : wad Arfidas ſuppoſed, 
hee had ipoken of Phorbas his villany : wondring by what meancs 
Fame had with ſuch fpecd acquainted him with the lolſe ot his Let- 
tcrs. "The Gods bee thanked , e-Frſidas, (lard the King) that after 
thele tempeils, attcr th dangers thou went in, by being robbed, wee 
haue thec here in latcty. Thy dilaſters, after 1 heard them, did more 
gricucmethen perhaps they did thy ſelte. Then Arfpdas : And this 
was, Sir, tome the Luterett part of ic; that I knew thou wouldeſt bee 
extremely troubled vinhu, B i pardon thy Arfidas : it is my ill for- 
ture,and notiny patigoutaetic, Nor would I hauc come in thy pre- 
Ice, not have dared to make experience what thy difpleature would 


deere otux : but that I kno\v how prudeatly thou doeft vader-

{cruancc,avonely they ſhould be the barsco his telicty. But that when 
he was artiued in Sicily, he could not fo much as have a view of the La- 
dy:Who being a Recluſe within a Rrong Caltel;ite-wasa crime ingxpma- 
ble,tor any manco come tothe (ight of her. Vponthis ocaafion lietook 
a rc{olution molt fortunarely raſl},ot taining hunſelte a Maide, thar lies 
might oucr-reach Selemfſa ynder the name of Theocrine, Melcander 
helped him inthe narration of the relt, derweenemigthand wondring 
remembring, how like a Wench he carried himlelfe in every thing, with

1g whom he tauoured, had fo dearely loued 2 How [Hyamebe had fo 
long concealed the butmetle 2 How in the fatre(t time he had vnrwiſt- 
cd it How hike the tales that are muented for the delight ofthe eare, 
the Gnds had wrought tHe whole Webof this affaire, Aﬀfeleaxndey in 
the meanc time acquainted them with his Martiage m Attics, and as 
much as his preſent 1oy would giue him leave, moved for his decea- 
ied wite.

tat time as mane, For a Child 1o many moneths old, could not have 
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been taken for one new borne. Bur Sopbonewe furniſhed my Cradle 
with one fit for the ihon, which afterwards by eycotatiitios 


ried away tonurſe, My felfe pretending a feare of Wiechcrafi, forbade, 
the , ſhould ſee Fonne,

Thou didlt free me from captiuity : thou didſt deliver Ar- 
genes, when Licogenes his ſlaues were in fury broken in ypon vs inthe 
Caſtle. Thou in the batcaile didſt ſhew my Souldiers the way to vita- 
ry,and finally,alone didſt ouerthrow my enemies. Then not long after, 
alasto my misfortune,and howeuer thou excuſe it, my diſhonour, alſo 
thou wenteſ? out of Sicily. Neither were our indignities too hard for 
thy goodnefſe. Being wronged, thou (till haſt loued Argenis. What 
ſhould I ſpeake of thy finding, by the conduR of the Gods, theſe To- 
kens,by which Ihaue come to know my Sonne,and hee his Father, a- 
mong the Pirates, and then by thy valourrecoucring them? In Africa, 
how hard a taske it was. to ſtop Radirobenes from triumphing,the pale- 
nefle in thy face,the blood which thouthere didſt loſe, notyer beeing 
totally renewed, doch well demonſtrate. I would thou would(t make 
choice of ſome name, that might denote me thy inferiour. Thou rather 
wile haue me called thy Father in Law. Happy Argens,that arc to bee 


ſo brauely beſtowed. Thou truly by thy vertue haſt condemned the 
ouer-timorous wittineſſe of our Anceſtors, who fo dreaded the Galli- 


an greatneſle,as they forbade the Princes of Sicily to match with you; 
as if che affinicie of ſo great a Prince wereequiualent to bondage. Thou 
haſt deſerued chat hs, publike agreement we ſhould all conſent to re- 
pcale this Law. Butthe Gods haue prouided,chat there ſhould bee no 
necefſitic to abandon that conſtitution. For they haue reſtored ro mee 
my Sonne, vpon whom Sicily is to deſcend, Bur for my Argent re= 
maines a fortune nothing inferiour to it of Sardinia and Liguriazwhich 
Kingdomes, our Lawes not atall prohibiting it, ſhe ſhall vnite to thy 
Gallia. Here Archombrotas,as it was determined betweene them,cra- 
ucd leaue of his Facher to'ſpeake. Then preſently to Poh5archns : The 


poſſeſſion of Sardinia,which now is in my hand (taid he) what other - 
thing is it, then the fruit of thy vitory ? Thou didſt conquer tin Afri-. 


ca : I cametothe Triumph. Thou therefore (my deareſt Siſter)thou, 
whom that Iloued,cuen Poliarchws himfclte doth pardon me : receiue 
the Royall Enfigne of Maieftie, and for the hope of Sicily, into which 
the rights of my birth haue ingraffed me ; be chou Queene of all the

of himſcltc haue raken. And withall hee placed the Diadem vpon her 
head : Meleanaer indeed weeping with exceſle of ioy : butthe peo- 
ple with ſuch acclamations approuing it, as for a long time no man 
could heard any other thing. Polarchus, as he was incloquence yery 
owerfull,did fo beginto cxtenuate the memory of his ſeruices done,as 
he djſctectly made them greater: to CMeleander tull of reſpeRt: tro Ar- 
chombrotus, Argenis, andthe 2; i: fairely courteous : thar it was 
doubrfull , whether his carriage became him better in peace, orin 
WAITC- 
. Andnow whenthey all were going tothe Temple,the ſonne of N- 
copompns,{carce tefine yeeres old; his Eeher leading him,drew neere to 
Avgenis 3 and preſently preſenting her an Epithalamium,compoſed by 
his father,did wich a pretty & confident merrines affirme himſcltto be 
the Author of it. And when eleander had called him, hee commans» 
ded him to giue himſelte and Poliarchas copies of the ſame Vertles, 
whichthe Boy had readie in his hand : with inquiring of him whole 
Worke it was; he madehimdiuers timesto laugh, while he told a lye.

And: becaute Argens nad 
no Mother to carry the Torch before. her zthar Honaur __ the com- 
mendation of Polidrchus and Archombret ws, easconferred.ypon Tiant» 
veg. Then hauling ihugked the Gods, thaphaud dliirge off rn. 
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andeſpecially the proteRion ofthe fires which were carried befoce Ar- 
gemis,who was coucred with her Veyle, wheanow the Axe was ready 
to fall vpon the Sacrifices, Po/iarchns commanded the Miniſters of 
thoſe Rites to forbeare, and with the contentment of that day being 
more maieſticall,hethus ſpake ro eArchombrotws : If I may haue any 
credit with thee,my Brother,it grieues me,that when Iam a Husband, 
thou ſhouldeſt be to ſeekea Wite. Ihaue a Siſter about twenty yeeres 
ofage,whoſc _— and diſpoſition would commend one that were 
not Nobly borne. It a ſolidand tric alliance betweene vs be agrecable 
to thee, I doe bytheright of a Brother here aſſure herxo thee. And be. 
cauſe by the cuſtome of my Nation, no part of the Kingdome can de 
ſcend vpon her, her Portion ſhall bee fixe hundred Talents in preſent 
money. Meleander was preſent at this motion,who asked of Archome 
brotxs,that did not fo much paulſc at yeclding his conſent(forthe match 
did highly pleaſe him) as yeelding that reſpect to his Father, that hee 
ſhould make choyce of his Daughter in Law; whether he would with 
theſe conditions haue her afhanced to him. Poliarchusallo had adui. 
ſed Argenis, though ſhe were by cuſtomear thoſe modeſtRites to keep 
filence,that ſhe ſhould perſwade hex Brother to this double match. He 
in a moſtcleare and chearctullmanner, made anſwer, that he accepted 
of the condition: and imbracing Poligrchus : Thou haſt SM my 
requeſt,moſt yaliant King, What God did leade thee in the cloſeſt ca- 
binet of my ſoule ?' Letthen theſe Ceremonies eſpouſe her to me in her 
abſence. Thou,my Dearcſt,ſhalt vndertake for both our fidelities. The 
Prieſts being then commanded to prepare for doubled Rites, with their 
buſie diligence pur all things aboutthe Temple in confuſion. And when 
the matter was {pred among the people, the ayre filled with the da. 
mours of thoſe that did congratulate,tooke away the vic of their wings 
from ſome Birds that flew ouer them,and made them fall downe dead. 
All applauded; All were\.in the nextdegree to the reioycing of thoſe 
that keepe Bacchws his Feaſt; and the aſſembly being confuſed, ſuch 
an exceſfic of ioy remembred no differences of men,or their degrees, 

In the meane time the inwards were offered to the Gods,and when 
the Sacrifices, whereofone which had the Liuer compaſled abour with 
a Caule like a Garland, were allowed by the Soothſayer, as of good 
prefape :the-{icenſe being burot, the Spouſes aduanced to the Altar, 
therero plighttheir nupriall Faith. The Ceremonies ended, thetraine 
wasreturning tothe Palace,when at the Porch of the Temple, Anereo.. 
eſtes met them as they were going out, witha pale looke,and full ofthe 
ſtinpes of dinination:For the Deities had ſeatcd rhemſclues in his wor- 
thybreſt, Shaking chercfqre his head, that was moued by che inſpired 
finy ofthe Gods ; Haile Kihgs (laid li,:) Haile, O you. the care —_ 
Uh Gods,

Gods,hich hitherto haue bin tried by the Fates with troubles, but now 
their fauour ſhall approue,that there is nothing more delicious then 
exti!c, Thou happiclt among old men : Ah,doenot, Mcleander, vp- 
braide the Gods with thy time ſpent amidft the warres,and diſloyalcie 
ofthy Subicts? Thy lulty age,and able to laſt yet many yeeres, ſhall 
hereafter (tand in fcare of nothing at home nothing abroad,One while 
in Africke thou ſhalt ſee Hyanisbe : another, giue her entertainement 
in Sicily. All crouble of ta6tions,all danger of creafons ſhall bee farre 
remooued from you. mw old age, and the youth of Archombrotur, 
with reuerenceandfeare {hall aftect the minds of all men. Thou,a hap- 
py Father, ſhalt ſee him triumphant ouer the next Brutians and Lu- 
canes, with the Sea-coalt of Epyrus : his Iflue ſhall grow vp in thy

ccale a part of thefelicitie, tor which youare created, from the Gods 
themſelues ; leſt euenthey ſhould enuy you. Yetofa greaternumber, 
from me receiuc a few. The loue which this day hath conioyried you, 
ſhall inuiolate accompany you to your old age, Forno wrangles;no 
fatiety ;no cares, growing out of ynlound jealouſies,ſhall cuer diminiſh 
it. You ſhall inlarge the bounds of your Empire. On this fide the 
Rhyne,on that the Ocean ſhall behold you Conquerours. The pictures 
of Tit»andra, triumphing amidſt the Troopes of her Grand-children, 
the well affeederrour of poſteritic ſhall often miſtake for that of Cy- 
bele. Your glory; your valour; your leaſt commands, the Nations farre 
and wide ſhall reſpeR with reverence : they ſhall not refuſe ro be com 
manded ; not to be ouercome.
